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ADDRESS TO THE READER. 



The following Account was originally commenced by the Author, to 
realize a promise made to some of his brother OflScers, of recording for their 
information, such events and circumstances relating to the First Regiment 
of Royal Lancashire Militia, as his connection with it of previous long stand- 
ing, enabled him to give, and thereby rescue from oblivion certain particulars 
relating to it of bygone years, in which so many entertain with himself, a 
deep and abiding interest. 

But having, through the kind instrumentality of his Commanding OflScer, 
— Colonel Talbot Clifton, — ^been honored by the obliging permission of the 
Military Authorities, to have access to such official Documents relating to the 
subject, as they were enabled to produce, the Author has been empowered 
to extend his researches, thereby affording him the satisfaction of including 
in his Account, the whole of the Eoyal Lancashire Regiments. 

The following pages, as the result of his labours, make no pretension of 
being a fuU and complete history of the Corps to which they refer, the 
information sought on many subjects, which it was desirable to have included 
in them, not being attainable, from the circumstance, that those subjects, 
not having required reference or report to the Military Departments, were 
naturally excluded from the Official Documents, before mentioned as placed 
for reference at the disposal of the Author. 

He therefore bespeaks the indulgence of the Reader for these omissions, 
and, from his acknowledged inexperience in compiling a work of this nature,

for the unavoidable errors that may be discovered in it. Much doubtless 
remains to be recorded — of events, names, and circumstances, some of which 
may be patent to the Corps themselves, and others possibly to private 
individuals. 

The names of such Deputy Lieutenants as appeared on the Documents 
produced have been added, together with those of the Officers of the Local 
Volunteers of the County, serving at three eventful periods of the long War 
which closed with the Waterloo Campaign. 

In framing this Accov/nt^ it has been the endeavour of the compiler, 
wherever possible, to supply, in the Appendix, Vouchers, authenticating the 
DateSj and other particulars regarding the statements advanced in the Text, 
the correctness of which, in all Records, it is universally allowed to be so 
necessary to establish.

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ROYAL LANCASHIRE MILITIA. 



In^ endeavouring to sketch the early history of the Militia of the 
Appx. County Palatine of Lancaster, it appears desirable in the first instance, 
3 to advert to the origin of the truly National and Constitutional Force, 
of which these Regiments form so important — and we may justly add 
so distinguished — a portion. The Militia owes its rise to the good 
Eling Alfred, as we are informed by Blackstone, who states : — " It 
seems universally agreed by historians, that King Alfred first settled 
a National Militia in this kingdom, and by his prudent discipline, 
made all the subjects of his dominion soldiers — ^but we are unfortu- 
nately left in the dark, as to the particulars of this his so celebrated 
Regulation." We further learn however that a National Force which 
had been handed down from the Anglo-Saxon period,^ and styled the 
Fyrd^ had been improved and extended by Alfred, (a.d. 871-901), and 
1 which would seem to have furthered his measures for the establish- 
ment of the Militia. But we hear little more respecting it at this 
early period, nor until the time of Henry the Second,^ who issued an 
ordinance commanding all persons to provide themselves with arms. 

" The first regular Commission of Array for the defence of the 
kingdom was issued by Edward the Second in 1324, and who on the 
23rd of December of that year,^ " directed the Bishop of Durham to

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make Arraier — his men of arms, Horse and Foot, and cause them to 
proceed to Portsmouth, and from thence to the war in Gascony." 
The last Commission of Array was issued by Queen Mary in 1557/ 
and on this head, as regards her successor we read that,' " the wisdom 
of Queen Elizabeth's Government was conspicuous in the care taken 
to put the defence of the country into a complete state of efficiency," 
and that the internal defences were promoted by the systematic organi- 
sation of the Milieia" Lieutenants also had begun to be introduced 
about this time — or during the reign of her Royal Father — as represen- 
tatives of the Crown, (a.d. 1511), to keep the counties in military 
order,^ and Commissioners were appointed to take care that the Militia 
of the kingdom be provided with good arms^ and be ready to serve 
on the first notice. And these Commissions of Lieutenancy — which 
contained in substance the same powers as the old Commissions of 
Array ^ — caused the latter to fall into disuse. In our earlier records 
but few particidars relating to the Militia are presented to our notice 
of anterior date to the reign of Charles the Second, by whom the 
modern and improved system for the Force was introduced. In this 
reign the Act was passed (1C61 — 13 Car. 2nd, c. 6,) by which the sole 
right of commanding the Militia — and which included the Sea Forces 
— was vested in the Crown. This privilege of the Sovereign having 
been a question in dispute between the King and the Parliament in 
the time of Charles the First, and who on being urged to relinquish 
the command of the Militia, broke off further negotiations with the 
Parliament.*^ The prerogative of commanding the Militia having 
ever since remained with the Crown, a number of Regulations at 
different periods have been enacted relating to the Militia, which 
will be found noted in the Appendix to this work, and the Appoint- 
Appx. ment and Resignation of Officers having to be approved by the 
72 Sovereign.

6 a from the Fyrd of the Anglo-Saxons — as mentioned above — and 

Appx. subsequently succeeding the Trained Bands of a later period,^ the 

605 Militia may reasonably be regarded as the basis of the Military System 

2 of the kingdom. The Regulation of their primary constitution as 
Militia will be frequently noticed in the Extracts from the Ancient 
Authorities herein quoted or referred to. In the earliest records, few 
particulars have been presented to our notice during the present 
research, of anterior date to the times of Charles the Second — as 
above noticed — but in his reign we find that strenuous measures were 

3 c adopted to consolidate the Force. At what precise periods during 

the succeeding reigns the Militia was drawn together for the service 
of the State, does not appear to have been particularly recorded, nor 
have we found such details of an earlier date than the year 1759.* 
At this epoch, however, circulars were addressed to the Lieutenants 
of Counties, calling upon them to exercise their power and authority 
in this most important branch of the public service — as follows: —

"Whitehall, June 5th, 1759. 

" My Lord, — I am commanded by the King, in consequence of an humble 
Address from the House of Commons, to signify to your Grace, his Majesty's pleasure, 
that you do use your utmost diligence and attention to carry into execution, the several 
Acts of Parliament made, for the better ordering the Militia of that part of Great 
Britain called England. 

" I am» &c., &c.,

Mr. Pitt to Viscount Strange. 

[circular.] " Whitehall, Jime 5th, 1759. 

"My Lord, — ^The King having by a most gracious message acquainted his

forces, in the several Counties of that part of Great Britain called England, — and also, 
an exact return of the actual state and condition of the Militia of the County above- 
mentioned, under your direction, — in order that the King may be fully informed how 
soon the whole, or any part of the Militia of the said County, may be in readinc^ to be 
drawn out and embodied, if his Majesty shall think proper, and to march as occasion 
shall require.

In consequence of these instructions received by the Lieutenant, 
measures were immediately taken to have them carried into eflfect, and 
the following letter was addressed by Lord Strange, the Lieutenant 
of the County Palatine of Lancaster, to the Secretary of State : — 

Viscamit Strange to fhe Secretary of State, 

"Preston, June 12th, 1759. 

" Sir, — On Sunday last I received at Knowsley, in your two letters of the 5th 
instant, his Majesty's orders to use my utmost diligence to carry into execution the 
Acts for the better ordering the Militia Forces, and also to transmit to one of the 
principal Secretaries of State, an account of what progress had been made therein in 
the County of Lancaster. In obedience to which orders, I beg leave to acquaint you, 
that before I received my appointment to the Lieutenancy, I, as Deputy Lieutenant 
appointed by my father, got a meeting of Deputy Lieutenants at Ormskirk, on the 12th 
of June, 1757, — ^wliich meeting was adjourned to Preston, August the 9th. Having 
in the meantime received his Majesty's commission, I appointed Deputy Lieutenants, 
who met at Preston on the said 9 th August, and Warrants were directed to the High 
Constables of the several Hundreds and Liberties within the County, commanding 
them to return lists, as by the Act is directed, to the Deputy Lieutenants. The Lists 
were received at Preston, September 22nd, 1757, and the men to be raised for the 
County being 800,* the numbers were appointed as follows : —

and Warrants were issued, with the numbers ascertained, and a day appointed for 
Appeals, after which, viz., on the 17th of October, the men for the Hundred of 
Amounderness were ballotted, and ordered to attend at Pr^Ston, on the 3rd of 
November, to be enrolled and sworn ; but a sufficient numb^^^of Deputy Lieutenants 
and Justices of the Peace not attending, nothing further was done. In the Hundred 
of Leyland, forty-one of the forty-four men were enrolled and sworn, and in the 
Hundred of Loynsdale and Liberty of Fumess, the men were all enrolled and sworn. 
From the other hundreds I have no return. On the passing of the second Act, I 
published, as was thereby directed, advertisements fixing time and place for such 
gentlemen as were williog to serve as Officers, to send in their names, and the 
Commissions they were willing to accept. This was done in the years 1758 and 
1759, and upon a sufficient number not offering, I did each year by advertisement 
suspend all further proceeding, till the month of April next coming, and they now 
stand suspended until next April, — till wliich time I don't apprehend it will be in 
my power to do anything further. If I am mistaken, and anything further is expected 
of me, I desire I may be instructed how I am to proceed,

His Lordship having proceeded to carry out in the following 

year the measures alluded to in the above letter, addressed in the 

month of July, the following communication to the Secretary of 
State's office : — 

Viscount Strange to the Secretary of State. 

"Gth July, 1760. 

" Sir, — I have hitherto been disappointed of raising the Militia of this County, 

by other people not kno^v'ing their own minds. Mr. who should have been a 

Captain, Mr. and Mr. wlio should have been Lieutenants, have declined 

accepting Commissions. And Mr. who was intended for a Lieutenant, Messrs. 

and who were intended for Ensigns, arc not qualified. This has obliged me 

to seek for other gentlemen to replace the above-named, and if Mr. Pitt will send me 
his Majesty's approbation of ♦he List hcre-under, I shall have the full number of

This letter was succeeded by the following from his Lordship, 
accompanied by a Certificate and a List of Officers for his Majesty's 
Regiment of Militia for the County of Lancaster, both documents 
bearing date the 18th July, 1760. 

Viscount Strange to the Secretary of State, 

"Preston, July 18th, 1760. 

" Sir, — I have this morning received from the Clerk of the Peace, a List of 
such gentlemen as have registered their qualifications as Officers in the Militia for this 
County, which enahles me to send you the enclosed Certificate, a duplicate whereof I 
send by this post to the Treasury. I desire that you will he so good as to order Mr. 
Alexander's warrant for the Adjutancy to he made out as soon as n.ay he, for I shall 
greatly want his assistance, and I will immediately order him to call for it at the War 
Office. I am not yet able to send you a List of Sergeants, as I at present only know of 
one that is now in the army, his name is Thomas Tuck, bom at Stamford, aged thirty- 
seven, serves — and has done so seventeen years — in the Third Regiment of Foot, he is a 
Corporal, and is recommended bv Captain Plumb. At present he is at Liverpool, 
whore he has been employed in training one of the Companies raised for the defence of 
that town. 

<* I have received his Majesty's approbation of the gentlemen whose names 
were last sent up, and have issued their Commissions, so that corps of Commissioned 
Officers is now complete. I have mentioned the Liveq)ool Companies, and as I am 
informed that the men who compose most of them have not taken any oath, faithfully 
to serve his Majesty, I thought it my duty to let you know it> that you may give in 
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that r^jaid what directions you shall think proper, though I have no suspicion of any 
disaffection from that quarter.

"I, James Smith Stanley, commonly called Lord Strange, your Majesty's 
Lieutenant for and in the County Palatine of Lancaster, do hereby humbly certify 
and return to your Majesty, that by virtue and in pursuance of two Acts of Parliament, 
made and passed in the Thirtieth and Thirty-first years of your Majesty's reign, entitled 
an Act for the better ordering of the Militia Forces in the several Counties in that part 
of Great Britain called England, — and an Act to explain, amend, and enforce an Act 
made in the last Sesoion of Parliament, entitled "An Act for the better ordering of the 
Militia Forces of the several Counties of that part of Great Britain called England. 
Three-tifths of the Militiamen of the said County Palatine of Lancaster have been 
chosen and enrolled, and that three-fifths of the Commission Officers have been 
appointed, and that they have taken out their Commissions and entered their Qualifica- 
tions, as by the said Act is directed. And I do also in pursuance of the said Act, 
further humbly certify to your Majesty, that the several persons hereafter named, have 
been appointed Commission Officers of the said Militia Forces, and that they have 
accepted their respective Commissions, viz. : —

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It will be perceived on glancing at the above list, that the 
regiment was honoured by its having the Lieutenant of the County, 
Lord Strange, for its Colonel, and his Lordship was now occupied in 
making the necessary arrangements for the appointment of Sergeants, 
Appx. a list* of those he had provided having been transmitted to the 
4 5 Minister's office in the month of August, — and also in supplying 
his regiment with arms and accoutrements, — a return of those 
required having also been sent to the Minister's Secretary. The 
two letters enclosing these returns are subjoined, and in addition 
to the subjects principally referred to, embrace other topics of 
regimental interest

"Preston, August 31st, 1760. 

" Sir, — In consequence of the hint you gave me, 1 have written to the Board 
of Ordnance, and I now send you a list of Sergeants, made out as near as I can to your 
instructions, — and where no other person is named as recommending the men, they 
are such as I have found out myself. Though I have not sent you the full compliment 
ff Sergeants, (not knowing any more lit for that office,) I thought* it best to transmit 

4 the enclosed as it is, — the number being sufficient to enable us to begin training the 
men, as soon as we get our arms. You will be pleased therefore to deliver the enclosed 
to Mr. Pitt, with my best respects.

Viscount Strange to the Secretary of State, 

"Preston, Sept., 16th, 1760. 

" Sir, — Enclosed I send you a return of the arms, &c., that are wanted for 

5 the Militia of this County as settled with the Ordnance. You should have had it 
sooner, but I was in hopes of prevailing with the Board to let us have steel ramrods 
instead of wooden ones, for which I would have had them keep back those useless 
things called Hangers, This I find cannot be done, (though I don't see why,) and 
therefore I send you the return as it is. I have received his Majesty's approbation 
and appointment of the Sergeants. I should be glad if Major Thomas Patten were 
appointed a Deputy Lieutenant for this County, as I should then have Deputy 
Lieutenants enough with the regiment to act with it upon any emergency, without 
having to hunt for them at their several habitations.

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"Mr. Henry Hargreavea, one of the Lieutenants, having desired to resign his 
Commission, 1 must recommend Mr. Joseph Wilkinson in his room.

It does not appear, notwithstanding these preparations and 
arrangements, that any definite orders were received for the assembly 
of the regiment at thip time. And it was not until the month of 
December following, that Lord Strange received authority for so 
Appx. doing, in a letter from Mr. Pitt, of 19th December, accompanied 
7 by his Majesty's Warrant of the same date, and which his Lordship 
thus acknowledged : — 

Viscount Strange to the Secretary of State. 

"Grosvenor Square, 19th Dec, 1760. 

" Sir, — I am this evening honored with your letter, enclosing his Majesty's Sign 
Manual, ordering me to draw out and embody the Militia of the County of Lancaster 
which shall be done with all the dispatch possible.

A communication was also received by Viscount Strange, convey- 
ing his Majesty's orders in another form, as follows : — 

Lord Barrington to Viscount Strange, 

"It is his Majesty's pleasure, that you cause the Militia of the County of 
Lancaster to assemble with all convenient speed, at such place or places as you shall 
think proper, acquainting this Ofhce with the names of such places where they are to 
be quartered,* and follow such orders as they shall receive from M. General Whitmore.

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The Colonel, Lord Strange, appears to have been for a short 
time absent from Preston, but at his return, being anxious to 
maintain his regiment complete in officers, and also that there should 
be no delay in the distribution of pay to the soldiers, — thus writes 
to the Office of the Secretary of State : — 

Lcn^d Strange to the Secretary of State, 

Preston, Dec. 26th, 1760. 

*' Sir, — On my arrival here, I find that Mr. Daniel Whitle, one of my Ensigns 
is promoted to a Lieutenancy in one of the Independent Company's, and fo fill up his 
place, I would propose Mr. Peter Hay dock, if his Majesty shall approve him. I hope 
to have six Companies out by Thursday, but we shall be at a loss for pay in a very 
short time, if proper orders are not issued to the Treasury and War Office, — and my 
Agent writes me on the 23rd of this month, that the War Office had no notice of the 
order for embodying the Militia of this County being signed. You will be so good 
as to acquaint Mr. Pitt with the contents of this letter, from 

*• Sir, 

" Your obedient Servant,

No fresh order aflfecting the station of. the regiment, or the 
distribution of its companies, is discovered after that of the 23rd 
Dec, 1760, until that which we find promulgated the following 
year. But in the meantime it will be interesting to notice a list 
of gentlemen of the County recommended to, and approved by his 
Appx. Majesty, as Deputy Lieutenants — a certain number of whom — as 

9 expressed in Lord Strange's letter of the 16th Sept., his Lordship 
desired should hold that position in his regiment. Major Thomas 
Patten necessarily being one of them. 

1761, July 11th. An order is now transmitted to Lord Viscount 
Strange to remove his regiment, and encamp it near Brentwood — the 

12 regiment to march in three divisions. And this order for the march 
of the regiment is referred to in a letter from his Lordship, in which 
he recommends a gentleman (Mr. Hill) as successor to an officer 

1 1 resigning on account of ill health, which is dated from Preston, 8th 
July, the approbation of his Majesty being communicated to his 
Lordship. 
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Orders were again issued (25th JnlyJ to the Officer commanding 

the division of H.M. Regiment of Militia for the County of Lancaster 

at Rugby, to march by the shortest and most convenient route to 

Appx. Northampton, Kingsthorpe, &c., and there to be quartered until 

14 15 further orders. The next move of the regiment we find recorded, 

taking place the following month, August 4th, when it received 

16 orders to march from Northampton to Warley Camp, near Brentwood 

in Essex. 

An interval of about three years appears to have passed, from 
the date of Lord Strange's letter of the 8th July, 1761, and his 
further correspondence with the Government respecting his regiment, 
during which period it received orders to make the following changes 
of Stations, viz. : — 
17 18 Dated the 23rd October, after detaching three Companies to 

Winchester, the remaining Companies to march to Blandford, Bryan- 
stone, &c. 

25th October. To remain in their present quarters, (the order 

19 stating them to be Hertford). 

27th October. The regiment to march to Nottingham on the 

20 29th October, and to arrive there on the 6th November. 

1762, June 11th. To march the regiment in two divisions from 

21 Nottingham. The 1st division to Andover, Whitechurch, and 
Overton. The 2nd division to Basingstoke, Hartley Bow, and 
Horford Bridge. 

21 b June 17th. On its arrival at Basingstoke, the regiment to 

proceed to the place of encampment, near Winchester, and to remain 
there until further orders. 

Lord Strange having about this time recommended Lord Archi- 
bald Hamilton and Thomas Plumb, Esq., to be Deputy Lieutenants 

22 of the County of Lancaster, the same was approved of by the King. 

On the 18th of October, orders were issued for the regiment to 

23 march from the camp near Winchester to Manchester. In December, 
1762, preliminary Articles of Peace having been signed, followed by 
a cessation of arms, a warrant for the disembodiment of the regi- 
ment was transmitted to the liieutenant of Lancashire, the regiment 
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having returned to its own County, as above stated. But no par- 
ticulars respecting the regiment at the time of its being disembodied 
are brought to our notice. And it is not until November, 1764, that 
we find Colonel Lord Strange in correspondence with the Government 
respecting it — and when, after acknowledging the receipt of a letter 
on another subject, — he recommends a gentleman for a Lieutenancy, 
to which a favourable reply is received. 

Lord Strange to the Secretary of State, 

"Preston, Nov. 9th, 1764. 

" My Lord, — I have received your letter of the 3rd. ♦ ♦ ♦ * ♦ 
Give me leave to take this opportunity of mentioning to you Mr. Bentley, to be named 
to the King, for a Lieutenancy in the Lancashire Militia, in the room of Lieutenant 
Fenton, who has resigned. 

" The Act requires this, and if his Majesty's disapprobation is not signified in a 
month, I shall of course issue his Commission, so you will have no further trouble than 
to name the gentlemen to the King. 

" I am, 

" Your Lordship's most obedient humble Servant^ 

S. STRAKGK" 

It will be perceived by the letter from Lord Strange inserted 

above, and by subsequent correspondence, that the appointment to 

Appx, Commissions eminated from the Lord Lieutenant, who issued them 

35 after the names had been certified to and approved by the Sovereign, 
and the application for the same being signed by the Lieutenant 

36 himself. But the Sovereign can alone accept the resignations, 
a departure from which latter custom on a subsequent occasion in 
one of the Counties, having been referred to the Attorney and 
Solicitor General for their opinions, the deviation from this rule was 

72 not then condemned, but the acceptance of resignations has since 
continued to be vested solely in the Crown. 

We left the regiment of Royal Lancashire Militia at Manchester, 

24 in October, 1762, being disembodied the following December agreeably 

to the King s warrant of that date, and no further events connected 
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Appx. with it are brought to our notice— certain appointments excepted — 

47 until the year 1778, a long period for it to have remained in a state of 

comparative abeyance,^ only excepting its annual exercise, and which 

being referred to in the circular addressed to the Clerks of the Peace, 

34 (7th March, 1771), is assumed to have taken place. 

In the meantime certain appointments are made of Deputy 

26 Lieutenants and Officers to the regiment, (22nd February, 1765, to 

42 20th April, 1775), which will be found recorded in the Appendix. 

Before the time arrived when the Lancashire Regiment was again 

embodied, two events of interest and importance to the regiment are 

recorded. The first in point of date, is the appointment of James 

42 43 King, Esq., to be the Adjutant, the other being the Lieutenancy of the 

County, (1776), conferred on its Colonel, the Right Hon. the Earl of 

44 Derby, in a warrant from his Majesty, dated St. James's, the 28th 

February, 1776. Some officers are also at this time appointed to the 

46 regiment, a Lieut.-Colonel, Geofirey Hornby, Esq., being one of them. 

1778. The year 1777 has not afforded any materials for our 
record respecting the regiment, but this year (1778,) the King 
communicated to Parliament his having received advice of warlike 
preparations in France, and that his Majesty considered it necessary 
to draw out and embody the Militia. This was communicated to the 

47 Earl of Derby in a letter from Lord Weymouth of the 26th of March, 
47 b accompanied by the Royal Sign Manual, as the warrant for so doing. 

The place of assembly is left to the discretion of the Earl, and 
although no particular place is mentioned, it is considered to have 
been at Manchester^ — the first march (apparently) of the regiment 
after its re-embodiment having taken place from that town, and 
52 affording reasonable grounds for concluding it to have been the place 
of its assembly. In the List of Appointments in the month of April 

1 This absence of any mention of the Royal Lancashire Regiment for so long a period, is on 
reyiewing the page of European history, thus accounted for. On the Peace taking place (10th February, 
1763,) between Great Britain, France, Spain, and Portugal, no further necessity existed for calling 
upon the Militia for their valuable services, — although between the above period, and the war declared 
against France (18th March, 1778), — hostilities had taken place between Russia and Turkey, and 
disturbances between England and her North American Colonies, the Treaty with whom by France 
acknowledging their ind«*pendence, ratified 6th February, 1778, caused the rupture with that Power, 
And the consequent calling out of the Militia. 
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Appx. of this year, it will be noticed that the regiment had to deplore the 
48 loss, by death, of one of its Captains — ^Townley Rigby, Esq. In the 

following month the regiment receives an order to proceed to Stocks 
52 port, Macclesfield, and such adjacent places as the Commanding 

Officer may judge proper. 

On the 6 th of June of this year the regiment was ordered to 
proceed to the camp near Winchester, to which it marched on the 
55 12th, and to remain until the 30th of the month. But it probably 
remained undisturbed at the camp for a longer period than was 
contemplated, — as the next move of the regiment we meet with in 
the marching orders bears date the month of October, when it leaves 

58 Winchester, — the ten companies being distributed amongst six 
different towns. The month of November sees the regiment quartered 

59 in Liverpool until further orders. These orders were not longer 
delayed than the summer of the following year, (1779), when in the 

62 month of June the regiment was ordered— on the arrival of the Ist 
Division West Riding Yorkshire Militia — to march from Liverpool in 
two divisions, to Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and the next month, July 

64 31st, to detach two companies to Sunderland. A few appointments 

60 to the regiment in December of the preceeding year had taken place, 
followed by the undermentioned changes in its stations, nearly fourteen 
months after. 

65 By an order dated 18th February, 1780, the two companies 
stationed at Sunderland, moved to Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and five 
companies into barracks at Tynemouth, — and on the 12th of June 

65 c the regiment proceeded from Newcastle to Chester, and followed in 

66 October by a movement to Ipswich — the regiment being assembled 

67 from difierent quarters at Manchester, in November of this year. 

1781. From this date, and during a period of about three years, 
viz., to the month of February, 1783, the Head Quarters and detach- 
ments of the Corps were moved to a variety of stations as shown in 
JJ JJ JJ the Extracts from the marching orders in the Appendix — (69 80). 

Preliminaries of Peace having been signed this month (28th 

81 82 February), Lord Derby received the customary warrant and letter, 

83 directing him to disembody the Militia of the County of Lancaster, the 
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Appju. regiment being assembled in the County as usual on such occasions. 
In the month of August, the recommendation of Lord Derby, for the 
appointment of Thomas Stanley, Esq., to be Colonel of the regiment, 

84 is approved of by the King, and communicated to the Earl in a letter 
from the Secretary of State, — and the high estimation in which the 
subsequent long and zealous services of the Colonel were held by his 
Majesty, will be shewn in the sequel. 

1784. The next event of particular interest relating to the 
regiment occurs in May this year, when in consequence of the 
resignation of the Adjutant, the Earl recommends a gentleman to 
succeed to the appointment, in the following terms ; — 

The Earl of Derby to Lord Sydney. 

"Lord Derby presents his compliments to Lord Sydney, and begs leave to 
recommend to his Lordship, for his Majesty's approbation. Captain William Calliford, 
of the 20th Regiment, to succeed to the Adjutancy of the Lancashire Eegiment of 
Militia, vacant by the resignation of Captain King. 
"Grosvenor Square, May 11th. 1784." 

85 Mr. William Calliford's appointment is approved by the King — 
is dated the 12th May, and he is promoted to be Captain lieutenant 
in the month of August. 

1787. It appears from a letter addressed to Colonel T. Stanley, 

86 that an application to draw out the regiment was this year made to 
the Government, but which could not under the existing regulations 
be sanctioned — (see letter) — some years having to elapse before the 
patriotic desire of the applicant could be gratified. In the interim 
we have to record the appointment of Mr. Edward Ridgeway, as 

94 Adjutant, (1790, July 11th,) in the room of Captain Calliford, who 
resigns the appointment. Mr. Ridgeway is well recommended by Lord 
Derby in his letter of the 11th July. It is also shewn in the same 
communication from his Lordship, that the regiment assembled 
at Preston, for training and exercise this year. 

1793. War is again declared against England and Holland, and 
the period has arrived for the embodiment of the regiment, the 
orders for which having been conveyed to the Lord Lieutenant of the 
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County, (the Earl of Derby) are thus acknowledged by his Ix>rd8hip — - 

Tlie Earl of Derby to the Right Horumraltte Henry Dundas. 

'' London, January 24th, 1793. 

" Sir. — I am this day honoured by the receipt of your letter, enclosing his 
MajestVe Sign Manual, ordering me to draw out and embody the Militia of the County 
of Lancaster, — in accordance of which I shall immediately take the necessary st^ps to 
put his Majesty's commands into execution.

Appx. The regiment during the next month receives orders to march 

** *•• from Preston on the 13th February, — six companies to Blackburn, 

Wigan, and Chorley; and on the 19th, the ten companies — also from 

Preston — to Leeds, Halifax, and Wakefield, &c. And by an order 
114 115 dated the 23rd April, three companies proceed irora Hali&x to 
ii« 117 SheflSeld, to assist the Civil Power if required. From this date the 
Ig iS regiment moves to a great variety of stations, and is encamped the 

following year (1794) at Brighton, where it appears to have remained 
135 stationary until the month of November. 

A number of appointments to the regiment were made during 

the year preceding this date, and which, with the names of gentlemen 
iw 111 appointed Deputy Lieutenants, will be found inserted in the Appendix. 

The regiment leaves Brighton camp in November, for Canterbury 

138 and other stations, — and including those of its detached companies, 

is8toi48 makes nine distinct moves during the twelve months, ending in 

November 1795, — w^hen it arrives at, and is quartered in Greenwich, 

146 Debtford, and adjacent places. 

The regiment made its first move in the year 1796, on the 22nd 
March, when four companies marched from Greenwich and Debtford, 

149 to return there — to their former quarters, six days after. On the 

150 ISth May, five companies proceeded to Kingston, Hampton, &c., and 
five to Fulham and adjacents, — the five companies ordered to Kingston 
continuing their march the following day to Epsom and other stations. 
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From this date, and for some time, the marching orders are headed 
Appx. " Election Orders," — the regiment having to be removed from certain 

152 153 towns where Elections were taking place. After a variety of changes 
to diflferent stations, during the first six months of this year, the 

154 regiment is ordered to be encamped on War ley Common until 
further orders. 

1797. We now arrive at an important and interesting epoch in 
the history of the Militia of the County Palatine of Lancaster, when 
from one single regiment, it is to be augmented by the addition of 
four others, — and which, under these circumstances are styled the 
1st, 2nd, 3rd, and 4th Supplementary Battalions. A party of the old 

160 regiment was sent to Lancaster in the month of Marcb^ to train the 
Supplementary men intended for the new regiments, — there to remain 
until further orders. The regiment itself proceeded at the end of this 

165 m month from its station at Chelmsford to Islington and adjacent places, 
followed in April by a removal to Plymouth. 

As this important addition to the Militia took place at a most 
critical period of the Foreign and Domestic AJFairs of Great Britain, 
the utmost energy had to be adopted — and was shewn — in carrying 
out these measures ; and especially by that illustrious and patriotic 
Family, — to whom the Coimtry in general, and the County of Lan- 
caster in particular, have been so signally and specially benefitted.^ 

Having received orders to the above eflfect. Lord Derby writes the 
following letter to the Secretary of State : — 

Hie Earl of Derby to the Duke of Portland. 

"Grosvenor Square, February Hth, 1797. 

" Mt Lord, — I do myself the honour to enclose to you a List of such gentlemen 
as have offered their services, and wish to receive Commissions in the different battalions 
of Supplementary Militia for the County of Lancaster ; and I have to request your 

1 In addition to the war in which Great Britain was engaged with France, — Spain, in the 
month of October, 1794, had been compelled by that Power to declare war against £ngland, — and in 
December of the same year, the French had landed a Force in Bantry Bay, in Ireland. The Earl of Derby, 
the Lieutenant of the County of Lancaster, — as will be seen in the correspondence— was most anxious 
and energetic in his endeavours to strengthen the military defences of the country by his aid in the 
formation of these additional regiments, in which also other members of this noble fiEunily extended 
their valuable services.

for me to meet with any proper persons for this office, which I feel a most important 
one. No pains however shall be wanting on my part to obey his Majesty's commands, 
but should his l^lajesty's Ministers be acquainted with any persons properly qualified 
for this very important office, I shall think myself much obliged by their assisting me 



- in the official recommendation of them for the Commissions.

During the year 1797, offers of raising Companies of men, — ^to be armed and clothed at the 
expense of the several towns — ^were submitted to the Government (through the Earl of Derby) from 
Liverpool, Warringtou, and the other principal towns of the County, for the defence of the kingdom. 
No. 16 of MSS documents contains many letters from Lord Derby, on the subject of the FoiurUeera 
then (1797) forming, with the names of the Officers recommended. Lists of the Offlcers of the Royal 
Lancashire Yolunteers for 1797, 1800, and 1807 are inserted in the Appendix. 
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The Duke of Portland to the Earl of Derby,

Appx. 1798. The Supplementary Regiments for Lancashire having thus 

179 been established,— in the month of February, 1798, a warrant was 
issued to the Earl of Derby for the embodiment of a part of them. 

We find also that a second Adjutant for the first, or old regiment, 
applied for about the same period, and which we see is afterwards 
allowed, on the authority of an Act of Parliament, — the first appoint- 
ment of the kind noticed being that of second Adjutant Upton, in 
323 the List of the Officers of the 1st Regiment, for January, 1801. 

The earliest movements of the Battalions of the Lancashire 

Supplementary Militia which we observe, are those of the 1st and 3rd 

Battalions (or 2nd and 4th Royal Lancashire Militia), the order for the 

latter being addressed to its Commanding Officer, at Manchester, directs 

\%»h\9i it to march to Sunderland and other towns. Orders were subsequently 

issued in May and July, to assemble the men intended for the regiment 

^"254^ at Preston and Lancaster, and conduct them to it, — this order being 

addressed to the Officer commanding the regiment at Tynemouth. 

195 The 1st or old regiment appears at this period (April) to have been 

stationed at Bodmin, in Cornwall, 

A great deal of Official correspondence takes place at this period, 
relative to the arrangements then making for the further prompt and 
efficient organisation of the Supplementary Battalions. 

The first letter upon this subject, is from Lord Derby to the 
202 Secretary of State, in which his Lordship refers to the communication 
he had received on the subject of calling out the remainder of the 
Supplementary Force, and to the time and places for so doing, and 
which required further arrangements — the trouble and anxious interest • 
his Lordship was taking in the matter being apparent in this and 
subsequent letters. 

The next letter is from three Magistrates of the County of Lan- 
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caster, on tlu^ subject of the Supplementary Militiamen not having had 
a Deputy Lieutenant or other Officer to take charge of them, the 
Appx. letter forwarded through the War Office, and accompanied by a 
209 808 communication from that Department. 

The above are succeeded by the following communications on 
the undermentioned subjects, — but which will be better imderstood 
by the perusal of the letters themselves, and to which the reader is 
referred — as inserted in the Appendix, and herein numbered on the 
margin, viz. : — 

1st. A letter from Colonel Starkie, commanding the Srd B^- 
ment Royal Lancashire Supplementary Militia, and addressed to the 
209 Right Honourable H. Dundas, — reporting that one of his Sergeants 
had been some weeks in confinement, on suspicion of being a seditious 
person, and requesting Mr. Dundas to favour him with lis directions 
regarding him,^ and 

2nd. A communication to the Secretary of State from Mr. 

Bayley, advising that the steps to be taken for detecting the persons 

employed in seducing the military, at Manchester, should be deferred 

193 for the present, — ^f earing otherwise it might defeat the desired object, 

viz , their apprehension. 

Srd. Letter from Mr. Myers, forwarding to Lord Derby, copies 
201 of sundry papers, and reporting to his Lordship his intended proceed- 
ings in conjunction with three Deputy Lieutenants the following day. 

4th. Lord Derby addresses the Secretary of State, (June 30th,) 
220 informing him of the eflforts he had used to obtain correct returns of 
the balloted men for the Supplementary Regiments, and informing 
him of a General Meeting to take place the next month, of the 
Lieutenant and Deputy Lieutenants, and enclosing a form of return 
he had directed to be made use of.

1 It will be perceived by the letter above referred to, as well as by the one that follows, that 
seditious assemblies of disorderly persons had been held in Manchester and other parts of the 
country, — and that their emissaries were endeavouring to corrupt the public mind, and especially 
that of the soldiery, consequent upon the revolutionary state of France. In the month of April, 
the Habeas Corpus Act had to be suspended, and Patriotic Associations had been formed for the 
public defence and to nvist invasion. 
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the 1st Royal Lancashire Supplementary Battalion, to the Secretary 

of State, enclosing a letter received by Colonel Sir H. Hoghton from 

Appx. the Secretary at War, and shewing that the Majors appointed to the 

228 new Battalions were intended to have Companies^ in the same manner 

as in the old or original establishment. 

Before recording any further correspondence relating to the new 
Battalions, we must proceed to notice the changes in the stations of

205 3rd. The detachmenroi th(^li|t Royal Lancashire Supplementary 
Militia, at Durham, to proceed ta Pi:eston and to conduct recruits to 
the regiment. 

It has here to be noticed the very^aAierous appointments made 
JS to sS to the several Supplementary Battalions, from the month of June to 
^toS November, 1798, and which appear in the Appendix. 

An event of much interest to the Militia of the County has now 
to be recorded, being thjd of a General Meeting of the Lord Lieutenant 
and Deputy LieutenaSs of the County of Lancaster — specially 
assembled by the Right Honourable the Earl of Derby — for purposes 
connected with the augmentation of the Militia of the County, by the 
addition of its Supplementary Battalions, and it proposed to consider 
the best mode of completing them to their required strength. This 
229 meeting was held at Preston, on the 20th of July, 1798, and recognises 
the great importance .of the objects of their assembly, and the 
momentous crisis in public affairs, which required their being called 
together. After the noble Earl had left the chair, Colonel Patten 
was called to it, and an unanimous expression of the thanks of the 
meeting to the Right Honourable Chairman was passed, for the 
judicious exertions his Lordship had used to promote his Majesty's 
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service, and so highly deserving the thanks of the nation at large. 

Appx. The next letters in the public correspondence demanding our 

254 attention are,— one from the Earl of Derby (7th November, 1798,) 

on the subject of the numbers wanting to complete the Supplementary 

295 Regiments, — and one from Colonel Patten, commanding the 4th 
Royal Lancashire Supplementary Militia, addressed to the Secretary 
of State, in which the Colonel explains the particular circumstances 
of his regiment, with reference to the number of his men who have 
enlisted in the regular army, and upon which subject the Government 
appears to have been calling the attention of the Colonels of the 
Lancashire regiments at this period. Commissions in the army could 
also be obtained at this time by the junior officers, on their procuring 
Volunteers from amongst their men, — ^and to this circumstance the 
Colonel also alludes in his letter. 

296 A communication then follows from Colonel Starkie, commanding 
the 3rd Supplementary Regiment, to the Secretary of State, reporting 
the measures he had adopted in his corps, in furtherance of the volun- 
teering, and mentioning the desire of some of his Officers to obtain 
Commissions in the Line, on the terms offered. 

1799. It will be seen in Colonel Starkie's letter of the 29th 

302 October, that 130 men and several officers had volunteered, — the 
soldiers having joined the 15th Regiment of Foot, — ^but that the 
officers had not then received their Commissions. This omission the 
Colonel found to have a discouraging effect upon the volunteering 
movement as regarded the men. The Colonel recommends some 
Officers for appointments at the conclusion of his letter. It will also 
be observed in this and subsequent letters from the Earl of Derby to 
the Secretary of State, that it was determined at this time to disband 

305 the two last numbered battalions, viz., the 4th and 5th — Colonel 
Starkie's and Colonel P. Patten's. It was likewise intended, in 
accordance with a recent Act of Parliament, to reduce the strength 
of the entire Militia of the County to 1830 men, — and the Earl of 
Derby with his accustomed zeal and ability devises the best and 

302 readiest method for carrying out the measure, — ^as suggested in his 

305 letter of the 13th November. 
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The reduction of the two regiments will have taken place, 
Ajppx. previous to the 31st January of the next year, at which date Colonel 
315 Starkie recommends his former Quartermaster, for employment, as 
having been " late of the 4th Royal Lancashire Militia, reduced.'' 

It has here to be recorded, as a circumstance of much interest, 
240 and honourable to all parties concerned, — an application from the 
Earl of Derby to the Secretary of State, for the brevet rank of Colonel 
in the Army,^ to be conferred on the Colonels of the regiments of 
Lancashire Militia, and which had been so opportunely submitted to 
the Minister the previous year (9th September, 1798,) — and prior to 
240 the reduction of the two regiments above referred to, — no occasion 
of benefitting the Officers or Soldiers being ever lost sight of, or 
neglected by the noble Earl or the members of his family. 

It will be noticed in the Correspondence and Eetums in the 

Appendix that the 1st Regiment was about this period stationed in 

Ireland J numbering 913 men, and that the total number in the 

287 regiments in the month of July, 1799, amounted to 2,775 soldiers, 

288 h previously to the reduction of the two battalions. It will also be 

303 seen that they had furnished a large number of Volunteers to serve 

292 5 297 in tho regular army. But the exigencies of the country appear to 

have been so urgent at this stage of the long War — ^and to which 

the Letters and Returns of 1799 specially refer — that the Minister 

299 repeats his appeal to the Lord Lieutenant, to obtain an increase to 

the number. Application having been made about this time by the 

Colonels of the Royal Lancashire Regiments for the retention in their 

Battalions of a second Adjutant, — it has to be recorded, that in 

301 compliance with these requests, a note is appended to the letter of 

800 812 Lord Stanley, of the 25th of October, 1799, to the effect — that " the 

second Adjutant will be allowed." The first appointment of a second 

Adjutant to one of the Lancashire regiments, noticed in the Records, 

1 Brevet Rank. The difficulties so plainly perceived to have attended the formation of the 
Supplementary Regiments, — as exemplified in the preceding numerous letters relating thereto, — the 
the same being so efficiently overcome by the attentive zeal and ability of the Colonels, appears to have 
fully justified the Lord Lieutenant's recommendation of this token of the Sovereign's well merited 
approbation. It will be seen in subsequent letters also, thac brevet rank for length of service was 
595 conferred on the Adjutants of the 2nd and 3rd Regiments. 

D 
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is that of Lieutenant James Upton, of the Ist Begiment, in June, 
1793, — the last heing Captain Broderick's of the same regiment, in 
March, 1804, and who held the situation to the close of the war in 
1814, — Captain J. Wilde being second Adjutant of the 2nd Regiment, 
and Captain Thomas Barker, second Adjutant of the 3rd Regiment 
at the same time. 

As regards the number of men previously referred to, who 
volunteered from the Lancashire regiments to serve in regiments of 
the Line, at this period it wiU be appropriate and interesting to annex 
the following letter, addressed by Colonel T. Stanley commanding the 
Ist Regiment, to the Earl of Derby upon this subject, — and also to 
refer to the Returns, as shewing a fair proportion of Volunteers to 
the Line. 

Colonel Stanley writes to Lord Derby to the following effect, 
Nou A 1. from Ireland where his regiment was at that time stationed : — 

Colonel Stanley to the Ikirl of Derby. 

<<Clonmel, Sept 6tb, 1799. 

** Mr Dear Lord, — I am equally surprised and confounded at y* contents of 
Mr. Dundas' two letters addressed to your Lordship, — ^not so much from his interpreta- 
tion of y^ late Act of Parliament differing entirely from mine, but because it is directly 
Appx, opposite to his own explanation of it in y« various conversations which I have had with 
288 h him upon this subject. I have already furnished my full quota of Privates, as well as 
299 Subaltern Officers for y« Regular Forces, — and from y* circumstance of y« hundred and 
thirty-four men, who refused to embark for Ireland, having been attached to y^ 5th 
Battalion with my consent, I am of opinion that I have discharged more than my full 
proportion of Supernumeraries. 

"Government therefore in my view of this subject — strengthened by Mr. 
Dundas's former explanation of it — has no further claims upon my regiment^ without 
passing another Act; and I moreover, — from the increasing disturbed state of this 
Kingdom, with which I have had y® means of being amply informed, and which 
Government ought to know as accurately as I do — I should not feel myself justified in 
discharging another man. If y^ resolution which I have taken would in y^ smallest 
degree implicate your Lordship, I should not have adopted it without your consent ; 
but I take all y^ responsibility upon my own head, and wish you to transmit this letter 
to Mr. Dundas or any of his Majesty's Ministers. I am influenced by no motives, but a 
sense of what I owe to myself and to y^ regiment, — ^and especially to the future pros- 
perity of y^ Militia Service, to which both Great Britain and Ireland are so highly 
indebted. 
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''1 remaixiy my dear Lord, with sincere regard, ever most faithfully and 
affectionately yours, 

T. STANLEY." 

About this time (Nov. 1799,) it appears to have been intended 
to cause a reduction in the numbers of the Militia, and the following 
important letter to the Secretary of State's OflSce, is written by Colonel 
Lord Stanley, commanding the 2nd Regiment, upon the subject : — 

Colonel Lord Stanley to the Secretary of State. 

"Liverpool, 30th Nov., 1799. 

" Sir, — In consequence of the letters and directions I have lately received from 
his Majesty's Ministers, through the medium of the Lord Lieutenant of the County of 
Lancaster, I have the honour to inform you of the following arrangements I propose 
making in the regiment I have the honor to command, whenever the reduction takes 
place, — and shall take the liherty to request, that should I in any instance appear to 
have misunderstood his Majesty's gracious intentions, you will have the goodness to 
point out where I have erred and set me right. 

"The different Officers who hold the Staff Commissions, of Adjutant, Quarter 
Master, Pay Master, Surgeon, and Surgeon's Mate, being continually by their respective 
offices called away from any regimental duty, — I conceive as such come under his Majesty's 
intention of allowing Supernumeraries for them, I purpose therefore to receive in the room 
of the first of the four, a gentlemen for whom a Commission was some time since granted 
by his Majesty, and the Lord Lieutenant's approbation, — and who from some particular 
reasons, was obliged almost directly to resign it, but who has since expressed a wish 
to return to the Service, those circumstances being removed. Him and three other 
Lieutenants from the reduced regiments, I purpose to relieve in regimental duty, the 
Adjutant, Quarter Master, Pay Master, and Surgeon. The Surgeon's Mate holding 
only an Ensign's Commission, will of course be replaced out ol those who offer from 
that rank in the reduced regiments, — whence also I intend to take the two additional 
Subalterns allowed by your last letter. Should however sufficient gentlemen of the 
former rank, — to replace the before mentioned Officers not apply to me, — but more than 
enough of the latter ; it is my intention to replace them, either by recommending such a 
number of your Ensigns for the Supernumerary Lieutenancies that are deficient, or by 
promoting some of those who have served as Ensigns in the reduced regiments. Should 
an application which I have made to supersede an absent Ensign be successful, I should 
imagine that it is in my option to recommend in his room, an Officer of the reduced 
regiments, besides the two additional Subalterns allowed in your last letter. 

" I am, &c.,

" Colonel 2nd Regiment Royal Lancashire Militia." 
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With reference to the mention made in the above letter from 

Lord Stanley of the reduced Officers, proposed to be recalled to the 

Service — it wiYL be remembered that the 4th and 5th Eegiments, to 

Appx. which they had belonged — had been disbanded. And Lord Stanley 

333 states in a letter to Mr. Secretary Dimdas, dated Knowsley, July Ist, 
1801, — that it was provided by the Act of Parliament, that a certain 
proportion of the disembodied Officers (Subalterns) might be received 
into the remaining regiments of their own County, and to succeed 
to vacancies in those regiments as they occurred. 

1801, In the month of August, 1801, Lord Derby received an 

334 Order, and the Sign Manual of his Majesty, to re-embody the dis- 
embodied Militiamen, and to allot them by ballot to the three different 
regiments belonging to the County, in the proportion as therein 
directed. His Lordship in his reply states, that no time shall be lost 
nor effort of his be left untried for carrying his Majesty's commands into 
the most effectual and speedy execution. And his Lordship su^;ests 
to the Government, that to facilitate and expedite the measures, as 
well as to secure and take charge of the men so ballotted and 
apportioned, an Officer or Officers should be sent from the three Begi- 
ments of Lancashire Militia stationed at Newcastle-on-Tyne, Plymouth, 

335 and Tynemouth Barracks. On the 23rd of September of this year, a 
letter to the Secretary of State, upon the subject of the above- 
mentioned augmentation of the three remaining regiments is addressed 

335 to him by the Earl of Derby,— enclosing a communication from Colonel 

336 Hoghton, referring thereto, — and also making mention of the difficulty 
so often experienced of obtaining Officers — and particularly Subalterns 
— for the Militia. 

These letters also define the future strength then proposed for 
the respective corps, and which was to be limited to 610 rank and 
835 346 fil^5 one additional company to be added to the 2nd Regiment. 

1802. We are now arrived at the period when Preliminaries of 
Peace having been signed (October 1st,) the regiments of Royal 
Lancashire Militia, had again to be assembled in their own County to 
be disembodied, and Lord Derby had requested of Lord Hobart, that 
the Commander-in-Chief, H.R.H. the Duke of York, would approve 
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of the Lancashire regiments to be disembodied at the following 
places, viz. : — 

The 1st Regiment at Lancaster. 
The 2nd Regiment at Preston. 
The 3rd Regiment at Wigan. 

And in a letter dated Horse Guards, 3rd December, 1801, it is 
intimated to John Sulivan, Esq., from Colonel Brownrigg, that "Lord 
Derby's desire will be attended to." As respects the 2nd Regiment 
it will be observed by the perusal of the two following letters of the 
19th and 22nd of April, — addressed by the Earl to the Secretary of 
State — that the place selected for its disembodiment was changed 
from Preston^ to Liverpool, and that the exact time for this measure 
to take place, depended in some degree on the movements of two 
Corps of Volunteers arriving at Liverpool. 

On the 10th of April, 1802, Lord Derby wrote to the Clerk of 

the Lieutenancy of the County of Lancaster, directing him to convey 

his Majesty's orders, for disembodying the several regiments of Militia, 

as soon as possible after their arrival at their disembodying quarters, 

Appx. and acknowledges in his letter of the 14th of April, to the Secretary 

352 of State, his receipt of his Majesty's orders for so doing. 

Lord Derby to the Secretary of State, 

**Mt Lord, — ^Tliis day's post has brought me a letter from Lord Stanley, 
commanding the 2nd Eegiment of Lancashire Militia, at Liverpool, in which he informs 
me, that the Durham Fencibles are arrived from Ireland, which would enable him to 
comply with the conditional orders sent for the disembodiment of his regiment (as 
before directed to take place at Liverpool) — was he not waiting for the letter from the 
Secretary at War, which your Lordships letter accompanying the King's pleasure and 
order for disembodiment, taught him to expect to be the rule of his conduct, as to the 
routine of disembodiment, and the allowances to be made to the men previous thereto. 
No such letter was received on Saturday last, — on the contrary, the Greneral of the 
District has brought to Lord Stanley a discretionary route from the War Office, to remove 



1 This change in the disembodying quarters of the 2nd Regiment, from Preston to Liverpool, 
it is probable led to an alteration in that of the 3rd Regiment, viz., from Wigan — ^the station as 
proposed by Lord Derby — to Preston, as mentioned in the records of the 8rd Regiment. See

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this regiment from liveipool, to make room for the Durham and Lancaahire Fenciblea, 
the former of which are arrived at Liverpool, and the latter soon expected thera 

" As Liverpool was fixed (with your Lordship's approbation) as the disembodying 
quarters of the 2nd Royal Lancashire, in consequence of which provision had been 
made at this place for the lodgement of their ArmSy Stores, &c.f ^c.^— fmy removal 
from thence must be productive of great trouble and expense ; and this is so strongly 
stated to me, that I cannot help troubling your Lordship with this statement of the 
difficulty, and of requesting that you will procure an order, that the regiments may not 
bo removed from their present quarters, — and likewise that the detail for their disem- 
bodiment — (the want of which alone retards the execution of his Majesty's commands,) 
— may be transmitted to them as speedily as possible.

'* Mt Lord, — As your Lordship was so good as to inform me, that the instructions 
from the War Office, for the disembodiment of the 2nd Royal Lancashire Militia, would 
arrive at Liverpool on Sunday last, I think it my duty to inform your Lordship that no 
such instructions had been received on Tuesday night, — so that for want of them the 
disembodiment cannot be carried into effect.

Thursday, 22nd April, 1802. 

It has here to be noticed, on the perusal of a letter from the Earl 
Appx. of Derby addressed to Lord Herbert, that the number of companies 

349 of the 2nd Royal Lancashire Regiment had been reduced from eleven 
to ten, — the letter referring to this change being accompanied by a 
return of the strength of the regiment, signed by Lord Stanley, the 

350 Colonel. 

1803. The war being renewed, the regiments of the Eoyal 
Lancashire Militia are again embodied, — and the 1st Regiment 
marched from Lancaster to Chelmsford, on the 23rd of May. Being 
afterwards stationed at Danbury Camp, a detachment of the regiment 
379 at Lancaster, proceeds in the month of July to join it there. Of the 
movements of the 2nd and 3rd Regiments this year, the marching 
orders have not provided any information, (For 3rd Regiment, see 
Supplement B. Nos. 8 to 13.) 
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1804. A List of the regiments of Militia which had received his 
Appx. Majesty's gracious permission to bear the appellation of Royal Regi- 

389 b ments, was this year promulgated from the War Office. 

1805. The 1st Regiment Royal Lancashire Militia, marches in 
416 three Divisions from Braeboume Lees to Portsmouth, 5th, 6th, and 
Note A 1 7th June. The same regiment being subsequently to the above move, 

Appx, encamped at Weymouth, marches from thence in September to Exeter, 
422 St. Thomas's, and Honiton. 

The 2nd Regiment marched26th June, in three Divisions from 
416 6 Colchester to Sunderland Barracks — to remain. 

The 3rd Regiment, by an order dated the 13th May, marches in 
four Divisions, — six companies to Exeter and St. Thomas's, three to 
415 Honiton, and three to Kilmington. 

A subject is here brought to our notice of much interest to 
Lancashire and the public in general, and to the 1st Regiment Royal 
Lancashire Militia in particular, viz., — the proffered resignation on 
account of ill health of Colonel T. Stanley, but who had happily been 
enabled, at the expressed desire of his Sovereign — always well 
acquaiated with the valuable qualities of his officers — to retain the 
command of his fine old regiment, which his Majesty was kno>vn to 
*^ «»^* have honoured by a marked partiality and regard. The three letters 
of 29th July, and 2nd and 8th of August, refer to the Colonel's 
contemplated retirement, so fortunately averted. 

1807. In 1807, the regiments will be found to have made the 
foUowing movements ;— 

Of the 1st Regiment which had marched from Weymouth Camp 
to Exeter, in September, 1805 — the heavy baggage is ordered to be 
472 sent there to the regiment. 
468 The 2nd Regiment (17th October,) from Liverpool to Hull. 

The 3rd Regiment from Buryhead Barracks to Bristol, — in 
^474^ October to Gosport Barracks, and on the 20th November to Alton, &c. 

1808. In reply to an application for brevet rank for the second 
Adjutant of the 2nd Royal Lancashire Militia, the Secretay of State 
replies to the Earl of Derby, on the 12th December, that only the 
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Appx. brevet rank of Lieutenant can be granted to the second Adjutants of 
515 xegiments. 

In February this year, a detachment and newly balloted men 
join their corps at Exeter. 

1809. In the year 1809, the movements of the three regiments 
526 appear to have been as follows, viz. : — ^The 1st Regiment, 16th May, 

529 Head Quarters to Bristol ; 27th May to its own County ; 20th Jime 

530 to Bristol. The 2nd Regiment, 2nd May, four companies to Crediton, 
528 three companies to Tiverton, and three companies to Bradneck and 

520 CoUumpton. The 3rd Regiment, 24th February, two companies from 
Southampton to Gosport ; 28th March, a detachment of 500 officers 

521 and men to Gosport, to arrive on the 3rd April; 4th November, 
546 four companies to Lewis Cliff and Saithson, three to Arundel and 

adjacents, and three to Chichester and suburbs. 

1810. In the month of April, 1810, the 3rd Regiment is 
556 quartered in Dover Barracks. 

At the close of the month of October, a dire affliction fell 
upon the Royal Family of these realms, by an attack of a mental 
disorder upon the King, and this calamity falling on the head of 
the Sovereign — ^which would of itself have been deeply felt by his 
Majesty's loyal subjects — proved infinitely more so, as happening to 
the most gracious and the most benevolent of Monarchs, who had 
particularly endeared himself to the affections of his subjects by his 
condescending affability, — and especially so with his loyal regiments 
of Lancashire Militia. 

From this date^ the Official approval of all Military affairSj 
was submitted to the Prince Regent^ 

1811. During the year 1811, the 1st Regiment was removed 
566 to Mansfield and Nottingham, for the purpose of aiding the Civil 

Magistrates (if found necessary) — in suppressing riots, and securing 

offenders — Order dated 25th of March, — having the previous month 

564 been quartered in Hull. The regiment was marched to Berwick- 

589 on-Tweed in October, — parties on the recruiting service having also 

569 proceeded to Lancaster, &c. 
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1812. The year 1812 is commenced (January 3rd,) by the 
Appx. appointment of Adjutant John Wilde, of the 2nd Begiment Eoyal 

595 Lancashire Militia, to the brevet rank of Captain, — the order for this 
promotion also stating, that this Officer had served fourteen years in 
the Militia of the County of Lancaster. 

596 The 3rd Eegiment Royal Lancashire Militia being short of 
Officers at this period, the Secretary of State writes to the Earl of 
Derby to cause the vacancies to be filled up as early as possible. 

We are now arrived at a period of the long War, when, in 
consequence of the great demand for soldiers, to maintain the struggle 
going on in the Peninsula, the Militia had to be called upon to 
supply them. The Colonels were therefore earnestly appealed to, to 
famish Volunteers from their regiments, and a Circular Letter from 
the Minister to the Lord Lieutenants was promulgated in April, and 

604 directing the Annual Volunteering immediately to commence. 

605 This letter was accompanied by a Return^ shewing the number 
or quota of men— exclusive of officers — each regiment might furnish, 
and of which for the three Lancashire Regiments amounted to 348, — 
and an Officer was to obtain a commission for every fifty men who 
volunteered. It will also be observed, that the bounty offered to 
Volunteers was large — being ten guineas for those enlisting for limuedy 

604 and fourteen guineas for those joining the Army for unlimited service. 

By the next letter upon this subject — and which is addressed to 
Lord Stanley, and having reference more immediately to the 2nd 
Regiment — we find that the Volunteering was only to commence on 

606 the 4th of May of that year. 

Colonel Bradyll, of the 3rd Regiment, having desired to complete 
his corps to its full strength as early as possible, applies for permission 
to use additional means for this purpose, and receives a reply from 

614 the Secretary of State, of the 12th of June, acquainting him that he 
would be furnished with authority to raise men by Beat of Drunij — 
which power was soon after transmitted to the Lord President, in 
a letter of about the same date, and directing this authority to be 

615 conveyed to the several Militia Regiments. 

1813, On the 16th of July, 1813, the 3rd Regiment received 
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^ppx. orders to march to Bristol, and in the month of December, lecmits 
652 for the regiment from Manchester, embarked at Liverpool for Dablin 

664 — the regiment having previously (in the mouth of May) had the 
M 640 honour of receiving the designation of " The Prince Begent*8 Own 

Kegiment of Royal Lancashire Militia." 

In November of this year, an Act of Parliament was passed 
enabling the Militia to volunteer, and his Majesty to accept their 
senices, out of the United Kingdom — and also for making a liberal 
provision for the bestowal of Commissions on the Officers so volon- 
teering, — the particulars of which are stated in a Circular from Lord 
663 Sidmouth, of the 25th of November, 1813. This is followed by two 
other communications from the same authority. The first (9th of 

665 December,) to the eflFect, that the Volunteers for Foreign Service 

666 must amount to 80, to be accepted. The second, of the 15th of 
December, transmits a second Act of Parliament, explaining the 
first (above-named,) and extending the provisions of it to the Begi- 
ments of Miners of Cornwall and Devon. 

In the two letters, of the 25th November and the 29th December 

m m oi this year, addressed to the Officers commanding the 2nd and 3rd 

Regiments, the reader will perceive the views of the Government of 

the Day, for carrying out the provisions of the above-named Acts of 

Parliament. 

The number of men to be raised by beat of drum had fedlen 

short in the preceding year — of those expected, — and more active 

measures had been directed to be used for the purpose at the com- 

631 menccmcnt of this year, and which are described in the Circular 

memo, referred to. 

By the perusal of the letters above noticed, it will be observed 
that a specific number or quota of Volunteers to the Regiments of 
the Line, was expected to be furnished by each Regiment of Militia, 
and the numerical strength of soino of them requiring to be augmented 
for this purpose, the additional means adverted to above, had to be 
used to effect it. 

1814. The three Regiments of liancashire Militia were at this 
672 time in Ireland, and a letter is addressed to Colonel J. Plumbe, 
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Commanding the Ist Eegiment, by the Secretary of State, — accepting, 
in the name of the Prince Regent, the voluntary offer of the regiment 
to extend its services in that country for a further period. 

Provisional battalions of soldiers — Volunteers from the Militia — 

were now formed, the composition of one of them, which proceeded 

Appx. to join the Army in the Peninsula — and which was there commanded 

671 by the Duke of Buckingham — will be found described in the 

Note A 4. Appendix. 

Peace having been proclaimed (20th June), and a Warrant 
for the disembodiment of the Militia regiments previously issued — on 

675 the third of June — they were marched to their respective Counties 
for that purpose. But the three Lancashire regiments being still in 
Ireland, their immediate disembodiment was deferred, — though it was 

«M m ^^^ thought expedient that those Officers and men, who had already 
been disembodied should— except in some particular cases — rejoin 
their corps. The advantage resulting from this postponement of the 
reduction of the regiments was afterwards made fully apparent, by 
the momentous events which ensued the foUowing year. 

On the 5th of July, the thanks of the House of Lords was voted 
ero 680 to the Militia of Great Britain and Ireland, for the seasonable and 
meretorious services which they had rendered to their King and 
Country during the war. 

1815. The important event mentioned above, and so soon 
following the general Peace, — took place in the Spring of this year. 
Napoleon Bonaparte quitted the Island of Elba — landed in France — 
£SS*Hi. aJid entered Paris on the 24th of March. No time was therefore to 
be lost in placing the Military Forces of the kingdom on a war 
footing, and a Circular was addressed to the Officers commanding the 
disembodied regiments of Militia, directing them to commence raising 

^ 701 men by " beat of drum," and completing their regiments. But it was 
not thought necessary to interfere with the regular discharge of those 
men, in the regiments remaining still embodied, whose discharges 
were due to them, as having completed their five years service, and 

698 as notified in the Circular of the 14th April. 

It would have been superfluous here to have adverted to the 
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well-known history of the Waterloo Campaign, and the subsequent 
successes of the Allied Forces, but the acknowledged fiu;t of so many 
of the great Wellington's new levies on that glorious occasign haying 
been composed of men drawn from the regiments of MilUiOy deserves 
particular mention, and the special notice of the reader. 

1816. The renewed hostilities of the year 1815 having been 
brought to a close, by the surrender of Napoleon, followed — in 
October of the past year — by his exile to St. Helena, — steps were at 
length taken for the return of the Lancashire Regiments from Ireland 

Appx. to their own country. The first of which was the issue of the Order 

708 for the Recruiting Parties, with the recruits under their chai^, to 
leave their present quarters for the purpose of joining their regiments, 
and a Circular Letter to the Lord Lieutenants of Counties, of the 
10th of January, promulgates the Order for the assembling of the 

709 regiments in their own Counties for disembodiment. 

Another Circular, of the the 1st of July follows, dispensing with 

714 the Training of the Militia for this year, — and for the resumption of 

the Ballot for raising recruits, — and also that the ^^Beat of Druni* 

for that purpose should be discontinued. The 1st Regiment arrived 

vouTc 1 at Lancaster from Ireland, on the 4th of April this year. 

1817. The 1st Royal Lancashire sustained a heavy loss, in the 
decease at about this time, of its revered and much loved Colonel, 
Thomas Stanley, — who, whether as an officer, or as a private gentle- 

v4tM D 1 nian, was alike esteemed by his Sovereign, his country, and his 
regiment. 

This much regretted Officer — as before noticed — had maintained 
his position, as Colonel of the 1st or old Lancashire Regiment, for 
a period of twelve years after the time when, on account of ill health 
he had tendered his resignation to his Majesty, thus exhibiting so high 
and ardent an attachment to the service of his King and country. 

Peter Patten Bold, Esquire, a gentleman of much distinction in 
the County of Lancaster, was appointed to succeed to the Colonelcy, 
in the room of the lamented Colonel Stanley. 

1818. The 3rd Regiment had also the misfortune to lose their 
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Colonel, W. Q. Bradyll Esquire, whose decease took place on the 
20th of November, 1818. (See Supplement B. 82). 

1819. In the course of this year, (1819) the following events of 

Appx. interest occurred to two of the regiments. The first, dated the month 

nt m of March, is the appointment of Captain Hansbrow, as Adjutant of 

the 3rd Regiment. The other being the promotion of Lieutenant 

738 Colonel John Plumbe, to be the Colonel of the 1st Eegiment, in 

room of Colonel Peter Patten Bold, whose decease the 1st Regiment 

had to lament. 

Riotous proceedings having broken out this year, in some parts 

of the country, very suitable precautions were taken for the perfect 

security of the Militia arms, — as will be seen by the perusal of the 

737 letter addressed by Lord Sidmouth to the Earl of Derby, of the 13th 

of November. 

1820 The regiments of Militia are called out for training and 
7iA 7M exercise, in this and the following year, — ^in the first case for twenty- 
eight, and in the latter for twenty-one days. 

1822. The Minister this year acknowledges the receipt of some 
suggestions forwarded from the 3rd Regiment of Royal Lancashire 
Militia, upon the subject of the Enlistment of Militia soldiers into 

758 the regular Army, the particulars of which are however not mentioned 
in the letter addressed to the Earl of Derby from Sir Robert Peel, 
but which states that they emanated from Captain Hansbrow, the 

759 Adjutant of that corps. The training of the regiments is suspended 
for this year. 

1823. The year 1823 sees the appointment of Quartermasters 

763 of disembodied regiments of Militia discontinued, and the Paymaster 
employed to act in that capacity, 

1825. The regiments of Militia are again assembled for training 
and exercise, in the year 1825, for the full period allowed by law, 
viz., — twenty-eight days, — and as regards the Lancashire regiments, 
the places of assembly are left to the choice and descretion of the 

764 Earl of Derby, the Lord Lieutenant. A Circular is also issued to 

765 the Lord Lieutenants, in respect to the termination of the training 
of the Militia on a Sunday. A letter is also addressd to Colonel 
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P. Tempest (late Plumbe) — ^from the Secretary of State's Office — to 

Appx. the effect, — ^that the leave of absence granted by the Lord Lieutenant 

766 from the Militia Training is sufficient, without any further reference. 

1827. The appointment of Surgeon is this year directed not 

769 to be filled up in disembodied regiments of Militia for the future, — 
the training of the regiments being also dispensed with. 

1828. The establishment of the Staff of the disembodied MiliHa, 
again iindergoes a reduction in numbers in this year (1828) — proposed 

770 771 in consideration of the expense attending its maintenance at its 

previous strength, — and the training of the regiments is also dispensed 
with. 

1830. In the year 1830, several measures of importance were 
introduced affecting the Militia, — the first being the alteration in the 
regulation for the appointment of Adjutants, who for the future were 
772 not to exceed forty years of age on appointment ; and after having 
served the regulated period in his Majesty's other forces, must be 
actually serving at the date of his being recommended for the 
appointment. 

The suspension of the ballot is removed, and measures directed 
778 780 to be taken for filling up vacancies, by proceeding with the balloting 
as formerly used. 

Another measure less agreeable to the Militia of the country was 
^SwT^ proposed this year — ^being a change in the uniform, and the substitu- 
tion of silver lace in place of gold — and which though much dis- 
Lrtter^ approved of, and strenuously opposed by highly influential persons — 
was ultimately carried into effect. 

Additional precautions were recommended this year to be taken 
776 for the safeguard of the arms belonging to the Militia — ^required in 
consequence of the prevailing disorder and seditious rioting, caused 
by the intemperate proceedings attending the popular meetings con- 
cerning the projected — so styled — Reform Bill, to be brought before 
Parliament. 

The allowance of half-a-crown per diem half-pay, granted to 
those Subalterns of Militia, who had served during the war, and who 
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Appx. were present at the disembodiment of their regiments at the Peace, — 

77S it was now determined might be commuted by the recepients if 

desired, — and a case occurred at this period in the 1st Regiment, of 

a voluntary resignation of his Commission by a Subaltern of the 

above named corps. 

1831. The King was this year pleased to confer an honor upon 
the Militia of the County Palatine of Lancaster, the announcement of 
which was thus promulgated in the following letter to the Earl of 
Derby from Lord Melbourne, and dated : — 

To the Earl of Derby from Lord Melbourne. 

" WhitehaU, 28th April, 1831. 

«Mt Lord, — I have the King's commands to signify to your Lordship his 
Majesty's pleasure, that the three Regiments of Eoyal Lancashire MUitia, shall for the 
fcii;ure be called the " Duke of Lancaster's Own Eegiment of Militia.*'

The Earl of Derby, &c., &c. 

It was also understood at this period that a company in each of 
the three battalions was to be entitled the " Duke of Lancaster's Own 
Company," but no Official notification to this effect appears at any 
time to have reached the several regiments. 

In the month of January, a Circular had been issued to the 
Lord Lieutenants of the different Counties, to assemble the Regiments 
of Militia for training and exercise, for twenty-eight days, — the letter 
to the Earl of Derby naming the early part of February for that 
purpose for the Lancashire regiments. But in consequence of the 
ballot to be resumed — as directed the year before — ^not having taken 
784 place, the assembly of the Lancashire regiments was postponed until 
790 the month of May, when it took effect at the several dates and places 
proposed by the Earl of Derby. 

In the absence of the Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel of the 
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Appx. 3rd. Begiment at the close of this rear, a Warrant was usoed to 
812 Major Patten, to act as Commandant of the corps. 

From this date and until the vear 1852 — ^when the Militia 
soldiers were engaged hj voluntary enlistment — the Militia may be 
said to have been suspended throughout the kingdom. The Ministe/s 
897 letter to the Earl of Sefton, of the 29th of March of that year, being 
understood to refer also to the new and general measoies introdnoed 
before the Parliament on that occasion. 

1832. Early this year the Honourable Bichard B. Wilbraham, 
814 is appointed Major of the 1st Begiment Duke of Lancaster's Own 

Militia, in the room of Major Parker, whose decease the regiment had 
to deplore. 

1833. About the month of April of this year, the precedence 
m m ^^ ^^^ Begiments of Militia was determined by Lot, — the drawing of 

which took place at St. James's Palace, in presence of his Majesty 
and several Lord Lieutenants and Colonels of Militia Begiments, — 
the numbers for the Lancashire Begiments being respectively — 45, 
113, and 125. 

Captain Hansbrow, of the 3rd Begiment, resigns his appointment 
n^ no ^ Adjutant in July, and Captain John Fry is appointed in his place. 

1834. At the recommendation of a Committee employed to 
prepare Estimates for the Militia this year (1834) — an inspection of 

gi4 ^ the Staff of the several regiments, by Officers of the regular Army 
was determined on — the Attorney and the Solicitor General haTing 
given their opinions in approval of the legality of this proceeding. 

1835. In an Order issued in 1835, (August 7th,) it was directed, 
that all recommendations of Field Officers for Begiments of Militia 

845 should be bma fide submitted to the King for his Majesty's appro- 
bation. 

One- third of tlio Sergeants of certain regiments had to be reduced, 

846 to bring them to tlie number allowed by Act of Parliament, and 
whicli affecUid tlie S(!rgeants of the 2nd and 3rd Boyal Lancashire 
IteginientH. 

1836. At the beginning of the year 1836, the surplus arms, 
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Appx. ammunition, and stores of the Militia regiments were directed to be 
848 deposited in the Ordnance Depots of the United Kingdom. 

1839. The measure formerly adopted, of allowing an Officer to 
commute his Commission, was again had recourse to this year, in the 

859 cade of Lieutenant Aldersey, 2nd Regiment Royal Lancashire Militia. 

1840. In the case of a gentleman this year, who was recom- 
mended for the appointment of Adjutant of the 3rd Regiment Royal 

862 Lancashire Militia — the vacancy is not filled up, — the situation having 
previously remained in abeyance, but the candidate for it is appointed 
a Captain in the regiment. 

1842. In the month of October this year. Lieutenant Colonel, 

864 Sir Henry Bold Hoghton, resigns his commission in the 3rd Regi- 
ment, — Sir John Gerrard, Bart., being appointed to succeed to the 
vacancy, in the month of November. 

The 3rd Regiment had this year to sufier the loss of its Colonel, 

865 by the lamented decease of Sir Thomas Hesketh, and John Wilson 
Patten, Esq., was appointed Colonel. 

The last assembly of the regiments for their annual training 
recorded — at this epoch — ^being that of 1831, and their having con- 
tinued in a state of suspension for so many years anterior to this 
period, leaves here little to be noted. From the year 1842 to 1846, 
the appointment of some gentlemen of note as Deputy Lieutenants, — 
and whose names are for the most part associated with the regiments 
of the County, it will be inleresting here to insert, viz. : — ^Talbot 
^^^2" Clifton, H. Bold Hoghton, Henry Petre, J. Garth Marshall, Lionel 
Standish, Ford Hutton, Hamilton Anson, Hy. Lawrence Fazakerly, 
Esquires, and Captain Ambrose Parker. 

1846. In the month of February, 1846, Sergeant Major Wier, 
from the Scots Fuzileer Guards, was appointed Adjutant of the 2nd 
Royal Lancashire Militia, — which appointment having been adverted 
to in a letter from Lord Derby, his Lordship was referred to the 
B80 886 Secretary at War, as superintending such appointment — and his 
Lordship is informed in a subsequent letter, of his power to appoint 
" the aforesaid OflBicer to serve with the rank of Captain in the regi- 
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ment/' Adjutant Hooper s appointment to the 3rd Rfgiment baoj 
about the same date. (See Supplement^ Letter B.) 

Appx. On the 4th of May of this year the retirement of Captam sni 

^i 832 Adjutant J. G. Wilkinson of the 1st Regiment is accepted— Capfiu 
H. Townshcnd, of the 8Sth Regiment, being appointed to socxen 
him. Captain Wilkinson is granted a retiring Pension of ei^ 
shillings per diem. This able, zealous, and indefatigable Officer, ba 
performed the duty of Audjuant in the 1st Royal Lancashire Idhii 
3C3 since the year 1803. He was for a considerable period associatad x 
this duty with a second Adjutant, Captain Broderick, promoted frca 
the Life Guards, — also a verj' deser>'ing Officer, whose commission a 
Adjutant was dated from the your 1804. 

1847. Captain Townsheud remained nearly a year filling tb 
appointment of Adjutant, and resigned on the 12th of April, 1S47,— 
and in announcing the Quoen*s acceptance of his resignation, it i 
intimated by the Minister to the Earl of Derby, that it was not th 
intention of the Government, to fill up the vacancy of Adjutant to tb 
890 regiment at that time.

of this year, tendered his resignation as Colonel of the 2nd Begimen

Appx. appointed to commissions in the Militia, being inquired after by the 
897 Earl of Sefton, — the same engaged the attention of the Prime Minister 
and Parliament in the month of March this year, — ^but the particulars 
have not appeared in the public records brought to our notice. 

Suppt. 1853. The year 1853, is rendered memorable in the military 

c 2 annals of the County of Lancaster, by the formation at Liverpool of 
the Royal Lancashire Militia Artillery, — a most desirable addition to 
the Militia Forces of the County. This measure, accomplished under 
the able superintendence of Lieutenant Colonel Duncan McDougall — 
a distinguished Officer of Peninsula fame, and of further long tried 
military service — gave assurance of the future valuable services of 
this regiment, and which were subsequently so meretoriously carried 
out. See Supplement, Letter C. 

1854. The time has again arrived, when in consequence of the 
declaration of war with Russia, the services of the Militia were 
required to sustain the military operations of the country, — their 
handsome and honourable offers of service being gladly accepted by 
the Crown. And by their timely occupation of garrisons abroad, they 
placed at the disposal of the State, Regiments of the Line, rendered 
available for the arduous duties of the Crimean campaign, and in 
which services the Militia — in many instances — gallantly volunteered 
to take their share. 

The reader will perceive by the perusal of the Letters and 
Extracts referred to, that the Regiments of Royal Lancashire Militia 
were prepared for their embodiment, and the duties thereby devolving 
Appx. upon them. 

898 So early as the 29th of March, the Royal Lancashire Militia 

Artillery apply for tents for their use during the period of their train- 
ing, — and on the 8th of May, Colonel Sir D. McDougall, writes an 

J800 ^ offer of service in the Critnea, on his part and on that of his corps. 
This is followed on the 9th of May, by a similar zealous and honour- 

902 able offer from Colonel Clifton and the 1st Royal Lancashire. 

The volunteering of the regiments for Foreign Service, required 
913 for its acceptance, the sanction of an Act of Parliament. 
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Of the patriotic proposals of the Lancashire regiments for 
Foreign Service, the offers of the 1st and 3rd Begiments only were 
put into requisition, the 1st Regiment proceeding to Corfu and Zante, 
Appx. and the 3rd to Gibraltar. (See Supplement.) 

916 Lieutenant Colonel Blackbume transmits an offer of service of 

himself and the 4th Royal Lancashire, on the 9th November, 1854, 
and his regiment is embodied at Manchester, on the 6th December. 
The 5th and 6th Regiments are also embodied the following year, 
and the 7 th equally anxious to prove their zeal and efficiency, were 
unfortunately not afforded an opportunity of doing so, — though some 

** wo*^ steps had been taken to cause their being raised and drawn out, 
simultaneously with the 6th Regiment. 

In the month of October, the Right Honourable the Earl of 
914 915 Sefton, the Lord Lieutenant, recommends to the Minister, that the 
\\ 923 981 2nd Regiment Royal Lancashire Militia, should be formed into a Rifle 

Corps, and for which, — after some correspondence on the subject — 
the regiment had the gratification to receive the authority in Lord 
931 Palmerston's letter, of the 28th December. 

j In the same month, the Honourable Edward Wilbraham is 

928 appointed Lieutenant Colonel of the 6th Regiment — Salford being 
approved of as the head quarters of the corps. 

1855. In January, this year, the Royal Lancashire Militia 
937 Artillery were embodied at Liverpool, where they were for a time to 

be stationed. In February, the 7 th Regiment welcomes Lieutenant 
947 Colonel, the Honourable Charles Stanley, to be their honorary Colonel, 

and in the following month, a Lieutenant Colonel (J. Maddock, Esq.,) 

953 is provided for them from the 13th Light Dragoons. 
The 1st Regiment Royal Lancashire Militia embarked at Ports- 

957 mouth for Corfu, on the 3rd of March, — the depot meanwhile 
removing from Portsmouth to Lancaster ; the conduct of the regi- 

954 a mcnt being highly commended by the General commanding. 

958 The second Regiment marched from Liverpool to Gasgow, 12th 
January. 

959 The 3rd Regiment embarked at Liverpool for Gibraltar, on the 29th 
of June, — the dep6t being removed to Preston. 
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Appx. The 4th Eegiment left Warrington for Berwick, on the 12th of 

960 January, where it remained until December, — when it embarked at 
Liverpool for Dublin, — from Dublin it proceeded to Newry, where it 
arrived on the 19tli December. 

962 The 5th Eegiment proceeded from Burnley to Aldershott (24th 
May) — and from Aldershott to Liverpool, on the 29th of November, 
where it arrived the following day, and embarking immediately for 
Dublin, marched from thence for Clonmel, on the 1st of December. 

963 The 6th Regiment moved from Manchester to Ashton on the 2nd 
of July. 

1856. On the 9th of May, 1856, a vote is passed in the House 

956 of Commons, thanking the Militia Volunteers and the Yeomanry for 
the meretorious services they have rendered to their country during 
the war. 

The year 1856 witnessed the undermentioned movements of 
Koyal Lancashire Militia, — the regiment of Royal Lancashire Militia 
Swppt. Artillery meanwhile remaining stationary at Liverpool, where it was 
c 48 disembodied on the 30th of May. 

Appx, The 1st Regiment embarked at Zante for Portsmouth, where the 

957 regiment arrived on the 3rd June, — proceeding on the 5th and 6th 
to Lancaster, where it was disembodied on the 16th of July. (See 
Supplement A 4.) 

958 The 2nd Regiment was removed from Glasgow to Liverpool, on 
the 4 th and 5 th of July, where it was disembodied on the 23rd of the 
same month. 

959 The 3rd Regiment left Gibraltar for Liverpool, where it disem- 
barked on the 16 th of June, and marching to Preston the same day, 
was there disembodied on the 8th of July. 

960 The 4th Regiment left Newry for Dublin, where it embarked for 
Liverpool, on the 2Sth of May, and arriving the following day, was 
marched from thence to Warrington on the 29th of May, and was 
there disembodied the 24th of June. 

962 The 5th Regiment proceeded from Clonmel to Dublin on the 

12th of April, remaining in that city until the following month, when 
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it embarked for Lirerpool, and being maidied to Bonky on the ISdi 
4/^^«3r, of the same month, was disembodied there od the €th of June 

963 The Cth Begiment marched from Ashton to SaUbid on the l€th of 
3Iay, and wa^ duembodied at that place on the 27th of the ame moHth.

Appx. 1858. Tlie B^jyal Lancashire Militia Artilleiy marched from 

964 Gosport to Dover, in the month of October, 1858, and the 4th Boyal 
Lancashire are removed from Aldershott^ to Portsmoath, on the 15th 
of June. 

1859. The movements of the Royal Lancashire Militia-^which 
961 remained embodied— cr>mmenced this year with the 4th B^;iment, 
which on the 24th of March was moved from Portsmouth to War- 
rington, where it was disembodied on the 31st of that month. 

964 The Royal Lancashire Militia Artillery made the following 

changes in its stations, viz. : — 

August 1st, from Dover to ShomcliflFe. 
September 17th, ShomcliflFe to Portsmouth. 
September 17th, Portsmouth to Cork. 
September 21st, Cork to Kinsale.

The 4th Regiment Royal I^ncashire Light Infantry panwled for inspection of the M%jor General 
Commanding, on S. Common, prior to removal to Warrington, at 6 a.m. on the 22nd of March. 
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Aj>px. I860, The Royal Lancashire Militia Artillery, after their em- 

964 bodiment of five and a half years, and their service in Ireland in 
1859-60, left Charles Fort on the 6th June, 1860, for Cork, where 
they embarked the same day for Liverpool, — and disembarking on 
the 8th, were there disembodied on the 15th of the same month. 
Thus extending their services beyond the conclusion of the war with 
Bussia, — in the active operations of which, in the Crimea, it had — 
with other regunents of Militia so gaUantly volunteered its services 
921 to participate. 

1865-70. The conclusion of the Russian war — the restoration 
of Peace to Europe — and the consequent disembodiment of the regi- 
ments of Militia in their own Counties — as above narrated — leaves 
little to notice of our Lancashire Battalions for the succeeding years, 
to the period at which our history closes— rsave their usual success- 
ful yearly trainings, and the confirmed reliance — felt and expressed 
both in and out of the Imperial Parliament — that the Militia will be 
found — as previously stated at the commencement of this work — the 
mainstay of the military strength of this country. 

It has here to be noted, that in the examination of the Documents 
so obligingly placed before the Author, by the Military Authorities, 
and from which the most part of the foregoing Account is derived — 
their dates were by the Regulations limited to an earlier period than 
that at which this work closes — to the exclusion of any further 
particulars, names, &c. But Lists of Ofiicers composing the Lan- 
cashire battalions will be found inserted in the Appendix to this 
volume, and the regiments themselves — after a reasonable term of 
embodiment and training — will assuredly continue, as heretofore, the 
pride and ornament of their county, and a safeguard to their 
Sovereign and their native land. 
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ANECDOTES OF THE 



1st royal LANCASHIRE MILITIA. 



Memo, — The follotoing particulars of the services of the Ist Begiment Royal Lancashire 
MUitia during the Crimean war, have been obligingly supplied by Lieutenant 
Colonel R. Whitle, of that Corps, (Lieuteiiaiit Colonel of the Rifle Volunteers)^ 
who himself accompanied the service Companies on that occasion, 

SUPPLEMENT A. 



1855. Orders arrived for the service Companies to embark for the Mediterranean, 
under the command of Colonel Clifton, they consisted of the Grenadiers, 1, 2, 3, 4, 
and Light Companies, the remainder were ordered to Lancaster, to form a Dep6t 
under the command of Lieutenant Colonel Clayton. On the 17th of March, 1855, the 
regiment disembarked at Corfu, and remained there for a short time. The Head 
Quarters under Colonel Clifton were moved to Zante ; sending detachments to relieve the 
3l8t Regiment (ordered to the Crimea) at Cephalonia, Ithica, and Cerigo. In a few days 
the Grenadier company, under Captain Whitle, was sent to Santa Maziza. 

1856. In the beginning of July, 1856, the whole of the detachments were called 
in to head-quarters at Zante, excepting the men stationed at Cephalonia. The regiment 
expected that this was the prelude to their embarkation to the Seat of War, when 
fortunately for Europe, but unfortunately for the Ist Royal Lancashire, an armistice was 
proclaimed, and peace decided upon between Russia and the Allies. The troop ship 
Colombo called at Zante, and embarked the regiment for England. On their way to 
Cephalonia to take up the detachment there, the vessel struck upon a rock, and Major 
Cross who was in command of the regiment had to disembark a large proportion of the 
troops during the night. After considerable exertion and difficulty, and throwing ovei^ 
board many tons of shot and coal, and starting the water casks, the ship was got off 
about nine a.m., and went into the harbour of Argastole. After reshipping the men who 
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had been disembarked, and taking aboard the detachment of the regiment stationed there, 
tho *' Colombo*' proceeded to Malta, where an Admiralty inspection of the yessel took 
place. One hundred men of the regiment were there left behind, and being so much 

4 lightened she continued her voyage to England. On arrival at Fortsmonth the regiment 
was sent on board tlio old line of battle ship ** Britannia,** until transit could be procured 
to take them to Lancaster, where they arrived on the 5th and 6th June, being billetted 

5 one night at BirminghanL Wliilst abroad three episodes occurred, which mark the 
perfect discipline the regiment had attained, for be it remembered that a few weeks 
previous to the embarkation of the regiment, more than one-third of its men had 

G volunteered into the Line, The first was a mutiny amongst the Convalescents from the 

5 Crimea, at Yido, where ninety men of the Grenadiers were embarked from Corfu, 

6 and en route to quell it within an hour after the news arrived. The second was at 
Zante, where about twenty-five per cent, of the men were carried off by (JholercL The 
third was the wreck previously alluded to, in all of which the men behaved with 
a cheerfulness and steady obedience that called forth the admiration not only of their 
own Officers, but of those in authority before whom these facts were brought

SUPPLEMENT B. 



1 1797. The 3rd Royal Lancashire Militia was raised in the year 1797, under the 
Supplementary Act, and was the second of five raised under that Act, in the County of 
Lancashire. 

2 In the year 1800, it became a numbered regiment, two more regiments being added 
to the County, which prior to this augmentation consisted of one regiment only, and the 
Second Suplementary became the 3rd Lancashire Militia. 

3 As a Supplementary Eegiment it was first called out for training and exercise at four 
successiye periods of twenty-eight days each, in the months of May, June, July, and 
August, 1797, the remaining days in each month being allowed to adjust the accompts 
of the preceding drill. 

4 The regiment consisted of ten companies on being first raised, but was afterwards 
(whilst at Sunderland) augmented to twelve companies, and was commanded by Sir 
Henry Philip Hoghton, Baronet, of Walton Hall. 

5 1798. In the year 1798, it was called out and embodied for actual service, under 
the King's Warrant, bearing date the 25th day of February, 1798, and was assembled at 
Lancaster, on the 8 th March following ; and on the 25 th of the same month marched 
for Sunderland Barracks, in the Bishopric of Durham, in which quarter it remained with 
little variation, changing annually to Tynemouth and Durham, until the year, 1801, 
when the regiment marched, on the 25th November, from Sunderland Barracks into the 
County, where it was disembodied, at Preston, on the 24th day of April, 1802. 

6 1803, On the 4th day of April, 1803, the regiment was again called out into 
active service, and assembled at Preston, from whence it inarched on the 21st day of 
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May following, for Chelmsford Barracks, in the County of Essex, wheie it arriTed ob llie 
9th of June, and was stationed in the new Barracks. It remained in this quarts n^iil 
the 23rd of July, on which day it removed to, and was encamped at Kettenden in the 
same County.* 

7 On the 19th Sept<imber, the regiment marched from Rettonden Camp to Landgoaid 
Fort, where it arrived on the 22nd of tho same month, and encamped. On the 9th of 
November the Camp broke up, and the regiment marched into Ipswich new Barracks. 

8 1804. On tho 20th day of January, 1804, tho regiment marched from Ipswich to 
Woodbridge Barracks, where it arrived tho same day. 

On tho 24th of May, 1804, tho regiment marched from Woodbridge to Portsmouth, 
where it arrived on the 4th of Juno following, and remained until the 16th of May, 1805. 

9 1805. On the 17th, 18th, 20th, and 2l8t of May, the regiment marched in four 
divisons for the Western District, and was stationetl in tho following Cantonments : — ^ 

Six companies at Ottery, St. Mary*s — Head quarters. 
Three companies at Tiverton. 
Two companies at Iloniton. 
One company at Chudleigh. 
Where we remained until tho formation of the Flying Camp — ^Woodberry. 

On tne 16th of July, 1805, tho several divisions of the regiment marched into 
Woodberry Camp, — which consisted of tho following regiments, viz. : —

On the 16th of September, tho Camp began its movements, and after a long march, 
opposed in every direction by tho Volunteers and Yeomanry Cavalry, of the County of 
Devon, particularly at tho Bridge, at Topsham, and likewise on Hall Down Common — 
where they assembled in great numbers. But after various movements — and finally by a 
charge in line, with the two Brigades — they {i.e. the two Brigades) got possession of 
Hall Down, near Chudleigh, where wo pitched our tents and weie encamped the first night. 

On tho 1 7th the Camp continued its march, the main body meeting with very little 
opposition, the light troops in front being sufficient to clear the Country, and we encamped 
at Kingskorsal. 

On the 18th, by day-light in the morning, the Camp continued its march, and after 
a fatiguing day's journey, the weather being intolerably hot and a distance of upwards of 
twenty-two miles, the Brigades pitched their tents on Black ley Downs. After we had 
taken up this ground the Volunteers attempted to dislodge us, and the Brigades drew up 
in front of the encampment, and after a few rounds by platoons they withdrew, the men 
being so exhausted by their day*3 march, that they lay down after firing — and the 

1 During tho encampment the regiment was aagumented to twelve companiea. 2 Dariqg 
tho regiment remaining in these Cantonments it was reduced to ten companies. 
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numbers biouglit into the ground of encampment were not more^ through the whole 
Brigades, than eight files out of forty. 

On the 19th, the Camp continued its march to Ivybridge, where the tents were 
pitched about two o'clock p.m. Very little opposition from the Volunteers this day, it 
being extremely wet. 

On the 20th, the Camp removed to Hanger Down. On the 21st to Hamerton Ball, 
where it remained until the 21st of October, on which day the Camp broke up, and the 
3rd Lancashire marched into Mill Bay Barracks, in the garnson of Plymouth. In which 
garrison it remained until the 6th of April, 1807. 

10 1807. On the 6th of April, the regiment marched from Plymouth Dock in three 
divisions, viz. : — 

First division commanded by Major Heath. Pour companies.

11 The regiment remained in the Cantonments only till the 28th May, on which day 
it inarched to Bristol, where it arrived on the 6th of June following, and remained until 
the 1st of November. 

12 On the 1st and 2nd of November, the regiment marched in two divisions to Gosport^ 
where it arrived on the 7th and 8th of November. 

On the 25th and 26th of November, the regiment marched from Gosport to 
Winchester, in two divisions, where it remained until the 20th of December, 1807. 

On the 20th of December, the regiment marched from Winchester to Gosport, 
and reoccupicd its former barracks. The regiment remained in the garrison of Gosport 
until the 28th of January, 1809. 

13 1809. On the 29th of January, 1809, the regiment marched to Southampton, and 
on the 30th, three companies marched from Southampton to Eumsey, under the com- 
mand of Major Heath, viz.: — Captain Wood's, Captain Butterworth's, and Captain 
Stewart's. 

On the 3rd of April, 1809, the regiment returned to Gosport^ and reocoupied the 
new Military Barracks. 
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On the 10th, 12th, and 13th of November, 1809, the regiment marched in time 
divisions from Gosport to Horsham Barracks, where the first division aiiiyed on. the 14tii 
of the same month. 

14 On the 6th December, 1809, the regiment marched in three divisions from HorahaB 
to Playdon Barracks, where the first division arrived on the 12th December. 

15 1810. On the 30th April, 1810, the regiment marched from Playdon Bazncks to 
Dover, where it arrived on the Ist of May, and occupied the barracks in the CitadeL 

16 1812. On the 12th of May, 1812, and the following day, the regiment marched in 
two divisions from Dover to Canterbury, and on the 15th September, five companiei^ 
viz. : — Captain Buttcrworth's, Stewart's, Kobinson's, Harrison's, and Feache's n>ftT«h^ to 
Chatham. 

17 On the 31st December, 1812, the remaining five companies of the regiment marched 
from Canterbury to Chatham, where they arrived on the Ist of January, 1813. 

18 1813. On the 21st, 22nd, and 23nl July, 1813, the regiment marched in three 
Appx. divisions for Bristol, where the first division arrived on the 2nd of August following. 

653 The regiment remained at Bristol until the 11th, on which day it embarked in 

19 Transports provided for its conveyance to Ireland, and sailed from thence on the 12th, at 
five o'clock in the morning. 

On the evening of the 13th, being impeded by bad weather and contrary winds 
the fleet took shelter in Tenby Bay, and sailed from thence about nine o'clock the next 
morning. About twelve o'clock p.m. they were again compelled by adverse winds to 
shelter in Milford Haven, where they remained until the 23rd of August^ on which day 
the wind became more favourable, which lasted but a few liours, and they continued their 
course by tacking until the 27th August, 1813, on which day they arrived in Dublin and 
disembarked. 

After arriving in Dublin the whole of the regiment was stationed in Qeorgp Street 
Barracks. On the 2nd of September, three companies, viz. : — Captain Whalley's, Captain 
Tomkinson's, and Captain Barton's company were ordered to occupy the Old Cufltoin 
House Barracks, and were relieved alternately every two months. 

20 1814. The regiment was thus situated until the 25th January, 1814, when it wtia 
ordered to march to Kichmond new barracks. 

1815. On the 17th April, 1815, the Commanding Officer received an order from, 
the Secretary of State to disembody such of the Volunteers and substitutes as had 
completed their period of five years service and upwards, which was carried into effect at 
four different periods, viz. : — One-fourth on the 10th May, one-fourth on the lOih Jone^ 
one-fourth on the 10th July, and one-fourth on the 10 th August. 

21 After discharging at the above periods the regiment was reduced to about 340 rank 
and file. On the 13th May an order was received from the Secretary of State, to aend 
Recruiting parties into the County to raise men by Beat of Drum, and on the 22nd of 
that month Captain Peach, Lieutenants Newsham and Scott, with five SeigeantB^ five 
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CorporalB, two Drummeis, and five Privates, proceeded from Dublin to England on that 
duty. 

22 On the 12th Jane, 1815, the regiment quitted Eichmond Barracks and marched to 
Palatine Square Itoyal Barracks, where it remained till the 1st September following. On 
the 2nd September, the regiment left Dublin, and marched to Drogheda and arrived 
there on the third day, and was stationed in MeUmount and Fair Street Barracks. 

Nothing particular happened during the time the regiment was stationed at Drogheda. 

23 On the evening of the 16th November, a route was received for the regiment to 
march in two divisions on the 17th and 18th following, from Drogheda to Dublin. 
Marched accordingly, and arrived there on the 18th and 19th, and was immediately 
embarked on board Transports for England. 

On the 20th November, routes were sent off recalling the detachments, which arrived 
on that and the three following days, and were all embarked by the 24tlL 

24 Owing to contrary winds the Transports did not sail until the Ist December ; then 
sailed for Liverpool where tbey arrived on the 2nd, and the regiment disembarked on the 
2nd and 3rd December, and was billeted on the inhabitants. 

85 On the 7th December, tbe regiment was inspected by Major General Barlow, com- 

manding the District. 

On the 22nd December an order was received from the Secretary of "War, directing 
that the Recruiting for the regiment by Beat of Drum should forthwith be discontinued. 
Eecruiting parties called in on the 24th December. 

26 On the 26th December, a route was received for the regiment to march in two 
divisions on the 27tb and 28th following, from Liverpool to Preston to be disembodied. 
Marched accordingly, and arrived at Preston on the 28th and 29th December. 

1816. On the 2nd January, an order was received from the Lord Lieutenant of the 
• County through the Deputy Lieutenants, directing that the regiment should be disem- 
bodied on the 10th January next, agreeably to the Prince Regent's "Warrant, dated 3rd 
June, 1814, for carrying the disembodying of the Militia into effect, of which the 
following is a copy: —

"Whitehall, 3rd of June, 1814. 

27 " Mt Lord, — I have the honor of transmitting to your Lordship herewith a Warrant 
which His Royal Highness the Prince Regent, in the name and on the behalf of his 
Majesty, has been pleased to issue for the disembodj-ing of the Militia of the County of 
Lancaster ; and I am commanded to signily to your Lordship, His Royal Highnesses 
pleasure that it should be carried into execution on the 24th of this month, with regard 
to any part of the said Militia which may be in its own County at that period ; and with

therein specified, must be reduced from the day on which the disembodying of the corps

on the Signatnre of the dofiuitiTe Treaty of Peace.

One Colonel, one lieutenant Colonel, two Majors, ten Captains, twelve Lieutenants, 
dgbt Ensigns, one Adjutant, one Surgeon, one Quartermaster, one Paymaster, one 
Sei^eant Hb^ot, twenty-seven Seigeanta, twenty-eeven Corpomls, one Drum M^or, 
twelve DrummeiB, eight hundred and thirteen Privates. 

" Lord Sidmouth presents his compliments to the Eail of Derby, and has the honor 
to acqnunt his Lordship, that the 3rd Lancashire Militia aie now on their march to thur 
disembodying quarters, with a view to their being disembodied pursuant to the instruc- 
tions contained in Lord Sidmouth's Circular Letter of the 3rd Jnn^ 1811. 

"Whitehall, 26th December, 1815." 

On the 10th January the regiment asseinbled, when the Prince Begent's Warrant 
was lead for its being disembodied, after which, such of the Kon-comnussoned Officers 
and Drummers as were not to be retained on the Permanent Establishment, and all the 
men who had served five years, were immediately discharged, all the others were allowed 
to retire to their respective residences in the County, but to hold themselves in readinees 
to join at the Head Quarters of the raiment should their services be called upon. 

The following is a statement of the regiment, as liable to serve if called upon, when 
disembodied on the 10th day of January, 1816.

On the 8th March, 1816, a new pair of colours was received for the regiment at 
Preston. 

30 During the month of August, 1816, a serious disturbance took place, and was 
continued for two days, at Preston. The rioters were principally the persons emyloyed 
in the cotton manufactories, and the origin of their irregularities was the alleged low rate 
of wages. Upon this occasion the Staff was under arms, commanded by the Adjutant, 
Captain John Bobertson, their conduct was remarkably creditable; in two instances 
they dispersed large assembleges of riotous persons, and this was done with so much 
judgment and temper that not a drop of blood was spilled, nor did a single individual 
receive a hurt, The Lord Lieutenant of the County returned thanks to the Adjutant and 
Staflf, for their exemplary behaviour, in a very flattering letter, a copy of which will be 
found in the Kegimental Order Book, under the date of 20th August, 1816. 

31 It ought to have been mentioned, in a former part of this book, — Wilson Gale 
Braddyll, Esquire, succeeded Sir Henry P. Hoghton, Bart., in the Colonelcy of the regi- 
ment on the 25th December, 1803, Sir Henry Hoghton resigned his situation in conse- 
quence of ill health. 

32 1818. Colonel W. G. Braddyll, died at Skipton, in Yorkshire, on the 20th of 
November, 1818, on his way to London to attend the funeral of her late Most Gracious 
Majesty, Queen Charlotte. Colonel Braddyll was Groom of the Bed Chamber to the 
King. 

33 Colonel Braddyll was succeeded in the command of the regiment by Sir Thomas 
Dalrymple Hesketh, Bart., of Eufford Hall, near Ormskirk, in the County of Lancaster. 
The date of Colonel Sir T. D. Hesketh's appointment was 7th December, 1818, 

34 1819. Captain John Bobertson, the Adjutant of the regiment, departed this life, 
after a lingering illness, on the 27th of January, 1819. This officer had passed his life 
from a very early age, in the Army ; and had risen to the rank which he held, at the 
time of his death, by the excellence of his conduct as a soldier and a man. He was a 
rigid disciplinarian; and to his attention the regiment was mainly indebted for that 
character for steadiness under arms, precision in marching, expertness in the firelock 
exercise, and accuracy of firing for which it was distinguished in every quarter to which 
it chanced to be attached. Captain Bobertson was succeeded in the Adjutancy by Captain 
James Hansbrow, formerly Captain of the Light Infantry. 

35 On the 24th of April, 1819, the Permanent Staff of the regiment underwent a 
partial reduction upon this occasion, — seven Sergeants, seven Corporals, and five Drum- 
mers were discharged. 

1820. In this month (January), the shako, or new regimental cap was furnished to 
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the whole of the Permanent Staff of the corps, by order of Colonel Sir T. D. Hesketh, 
Bart. 
36 His Most Gracious Majesty King George the Fourth, was this day (February, 7th), 

proclaimed at Preston ; upon which occasion the Permanent Staff of the regiment formed 
a part of the procession, the band attending with their instruments, and the remainder of 
the Staff with firelocks. The proclamation was made in five parts of the town. The 
procession was arranged as follows : — 

Two Dragoons and one Trumpeter ; A Troop of the 7th Dragoon Guards ; Their 
Band ; Colours ; Churchwardens ; Clergy, two and two ; Band of Music ; Corporation 
Colours ; Mayor and Corporation ; Inhabitants, four and four ; Staff of the 3rd Royal 
Lancashire Militia^ with their Band ; Troop of the 7th Dragoon Guards. 

The regiment was called out for training and exercise on the 17th of this month, 
(July,) and remained assembled at Preston for the space of twenty-eight full days, namely, 
until the 13th August. The utmost strength of the battalion during the training was as 
follows : — One Colonel, one Lieutenant Colonel, four Captains, nine Lieutenants, two 
£nsigns, one Adjutant, one Paymaster, one Quartermaster, one Surgeon, 1 Sergeant Major, 
one Drum Major, twenty Sergeants, twenty Corporals, seven Drummers, five hundred and 
eighty-five Privates. 

The conduct of the regiment during its period of exercise was highly creditable to 
its character, and the progress which the men made in military discipline gave the utmost 
satisfaction to their Colonel and other Officers. The battalion was perfected in the manual 
and platoon exercise, loading from the shoulder, in volley and platoon firing (as fat as could 
be effected without cartridges) — wheeling backwards and forwards, marching in slow and 
quick time, and in the performance of the four first manoeuvres and the hollow square. 

38 1821. July. — ^The regiment was called out for training and exercise, on the 18th 
of this month, and remained assembled at Preston for the space of twenty-one days, 
namely, until the 7th of August. 

The utmost strength of the battalion, during the training, was as follows : — One 
Colonel, one Lieutenant Colonel, five Captains, seven Lieutenants, one Ensign, one 
. Ac^'utant, one Paymaster, one Quartermaster, one Surgeon, one Sergeant Major, one Drum 
Major, twenty Sergeants, twenty Corporals, seven Drummers, seven hundred and seven- 
teen Privates. 

The regiment on the day after its assembly, attended the procession in honor of the 
Coronation of His Majesty King George the Fourth. 

The course of discipline was similar to that pursued at the preceding training ; and 
the 'men made very creditable progress in learning their duty. The conduct of the 
Privates was generally good. 

1823. January. — Swords of the regulation pattern, approved by his Majesty, for 
the Sergeants of the Army, were in this month delivered to the Sergeants of the Grena- 
diers and those of the six battalion companies of the regiment. 

39 1825. June. — ^The regiment was called out for training and exercise, on the 8th of 
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this month, and remained assembled, at Preston, for the space of tweniy-eight days, 
namely, until the 5th of July. 

The utmost strength of the battalion during the training was as follows: — one 
Colonel, two Majors, three Captains, seven Lieutenants, one Adjutant, one Paymastery 
one Quartermaster, one Surgeon, one Sergeant Major, one Drum Miyor, twenty Sexgeants, 
twenty Corporals, seven Drummers, six hundred and two Privates. 

The conduct of the regiment during the time it was assembled was particnlarly 
good; and the progress which the men made in the new System of Tactics, recently 
introduced into the army by the Adjutant General, Sir Henry Toirens, was most 
satisfactory to the Colonel and the corps of Officers. The battalion was perfected in the 
new manual and platoon exercises, and in most other parts of the firelock exercise, wiih the 
exception of the oblique firings. It practiced breaking into open column, marching pasl^ 
in slow and quick time ; wheeling into line, doubling into close columns, deploying into 
line, wheeling in close column, both from the halt and on the inarch; advancing and 
retiring in line, forming open colunm from line, eschellon change of position forwaidy 
square four deep from line, square two deep to the front £rom line, solid square ^m doee 
column, the square from quarter distance colimm, grand division squares from open 
colimm, street firing, retiring by threes, and forming line to the original front, 8sc, &e. 
All of which movements were performed in strict conformity with the new system. 

1827. May.— The Non-commissioned Officers and Drummers of the Permanent 
Staff (with the exception of those of the Eifie companies, who continue to wear the 
jacket) were furnished with the Coattee, instead of the jacket, at the issue of the biennial 
clothing. 

The colour of the trowsers was changed from grey to Oxford mixture ; and boots 
were supplied instead of shoes and gaiters. 

40 1829. June. — On the 24th of this month, the Staff was partially reduced, the 
Paymaster, Surgeon, and Quartermaster, and the whole of the Corporals, being removed 
from it. 

The Eifle companies abolished, from the 25th of this month inclusive, by order of 
Colonel Sir Thomas Hesketh. 

41 1830. His Most Gracious Majesty King William the Fourth, was this day, (June 
30th,) proclaimed at Preston ; upon which occasion the Staff of the raiment closed the 
procession. The staff appeared in the same order as when parading for divine service.

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43 1831. May. — ^The regiment was called out for training and exercise, on the 30th of 
this month, and remained assembled at Preston, for twenty-eight days, namely until the 
26th of June. 

The numbers of all ranks present were as follows : — One Colonel, one Lieutenant 
Colonel, two M^'ors, four Captains, six Lieutenants, one Ensign, one Adjutant, one Pay- 
master, one Quartermaster, one Surgeon, one Assistant Surgeon, one Sergeant Major, 
twenty Sergeants, nineteen Temporary Corporals, (made from the men), one Drum Megor, 
seven Drummers, six hundred and twenty Privates. 

The conduct of the men in field and quarters, was very satisfactory. 

The accoutrements having been condemned, and given into the Ordinance depdt^ at 
Chester, a few years since, it was not deemed expedient to supply the regiment with new 
accoutrements for the short period of training ; and the men consequently had not arms. 
They were, however perfected in the marching drill ; and in the last fortnight, being 
formed into battalion, practised nearly the same manoeuvres as during the training of 
1825. The dress of the men was a red or white jacket, duck trowsers, and a blue 
forage cap. 

The Officers wore the blue surtout, regulation forage cap, sword, sash and waist belt, 
and duck trowsers, on cUl occasions. 

44 1842. Colonel J. Wilson Patten, appointed Colonel on the 16th November, 1842. 

1852. The regiment was assembled for training, at Preston, on the 8th I^ovember, 
for twenty-one days, under the command of Colonel J. Wilson Patten. 

1853. The regiment assembled for training, of twenty-eight days, on 3rd May. 

1854. The regiment assembled for training, of twenty-eight days, on 28th August. 

45 On the 27th of December, the regiment^ was embodied and billeted in Preston untU 
the 29th June, 1855, when the Head Quarters, consisting of eight companies, embarked 
in the Lord Eaglan troop ship, at Liverpool, under the command of Colonel John Wilson 
Patten, for service at Gibraltar, where they disembarked on the 16th of July,— -the four 
remaining companies formed the Dep6t at Preston. 

1856. Colonel Wilson Patten having obtained leave of absence from Gibraltar, the 
following Garrison Order was issued by the Governor, Lieutenant General Sir James 
Fergusson, on his departure.

62 The regiment was inspected by M^jor General Sir Percy Douglas, Inspector General 
of Militia, on the 10th May.

63 " Sir, — Having last night received a letter from Colonel Braddyll, informing me 
Jhat he had directed you (as commanding the Staff of his regiment, at Preston,) implicitly 
to obey any orders you might receive from me. I think it proper to lose no time in 
assuring you, that I approve most highly of the spirited and judicious conduct of 
yourself and all those under your orders, during the late disturbances, at Preston, and 
that should unfortunately anything of the sort occur, I have only to wish that similar 
meritorious conduct (under the immediate direction of the Mayor or other Magistrates) 
may be crowned with the same success. It is not in my power too highly to commend 
your judicious precautions for securing the arms of the regiment from falling into the 
hands of the rioters, more than the humanity accompanied with firmness and decision, 
which quelled the tumult^ without the effusion of blood.

" My Lord, — It has appeared advisable to her Majesty's Govemment, that a portion 
of the Militia Force in your Lordship's County should be formed into a separate Artillery 
corps, and I shall be glad to receive any suggestions which your Lordship may think 
calculated to further the organization of that corps, and I have only to observe that the 
men to be chosen for the corps should be intelligent, of good stature, and of bodily strength. 

"By the 29th Section of the Act 15 and 16 Vic, Her Majesty is empowered to 
order increased pay, not exceeding the pay of the Eoyal Artillery, to Militia men attached 
to an Artillery corps^

EoTAL Lancashire Militia Artillert.

The first assembly for training was at Birchfields, Liverpool, on the 4t;h October, 
1853, at which date there were five hundred and ten men enrolled. 
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On 28th October, the regiment was inspected by Colonel Brereton, Royal Horso 
Artillery, Commanding the North and Midland Districts. 

Itiepecting Officer^s Address on the 2Sth of October, 1853. 

''BoTAL Lancashire Militia Abtillebt. 

"What I have seen to-day proves the attention of the Officers and the willingness 
and docility of the Non-comnussioned Officers and Privates in lending their zealous 
attention to the instructions given. 

" Willingness and obedience. These terms are comprised in the word discipline — 
discipline so essential to every armed force ; which without it is but a mere rabble, is 
peculiarly and if possible in a higher degree necessary to Artillery — and you are now the 
younger brothers of the regular Artillery. 

" You have seen in your exercises at the guns how the least inattention may cause a 
loss of life to the man so employed, for example failing to serve the vent rigidly may 
cause the death of the man loading the gun. Attention then and obedience is more 
necessary to Artillery than to any other military body. 

" That you have acquired so much in so short a time is almost incredible, but it is 
the less surprising, commanded as you are by an old and distinguished soldier, who not 
only well knows how to discipline troops but to lead them to actual warfare, and you 
may have perfect confidence in him. Yours is a glorious position, for example in this 
great manufacturing community the artizan may follow his peaceful occupation of manu- 
facture, confiding in your being at hand and ready to protect him in his pursuit of 
commerce. 

"And now I have only to take leave of you, and to express my most earnest hope 
that you will endeavour to recollect what has been taught you. There will be, when 
engaged in your occupations, some spare minutes or half hours to enable you to do this, 
80 that you may when you shall be called together, possibly in the Spring, not have to 
go over the same steps again, but then proceed to repeat what you have now learnt in the 
clearest and most effective manner." 

Memo, — ^The regiment was inspected by Colonel Brereton, C.B., Hoyal Horse 
Artillery, on Friday, the 28th October, 1853. 

1854. On the 2nd May, the corps was again assembled for twenty-eight days 
training and exercise, at Birchfields, Liverpool, and with a view of preventing the evils 
always consequent on billeting in public-houses, the Non-commissioned Officers and 
Gunners were messed and placed under canvas in the barrack grounds. Such care was 
taken of the camp equipage, blankets, barrack utensils, &c., received from the Ordnance 
Storekeeper, Chester, that no charge was necessary for loss or injury to any article on the 
equipment being returned to store at Chester. The regiment was inspected, on 26th 
^^Ji ^y Colonel W. Fumeaux, Commanding Eoyal Artillery, Northern and Midland 
Districts. 
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5 May 29th, 1854. The Commanding Officer has the gratification of announcing to 

the corps that Colonel Fnrneaux, the Inspecting Officer, not onlj expressed the highest 
satisfaction, but likewise the greatest degree of astonishment in witnessing the state of 
efficiency attained by the officers and men in the exercise of the garrison and field guns, 
as well as in the infantry movements. The Inspecting Officer stated that he had heard 
much of the progress made by the Lancashire Artillery, and that their perfoimances on 
the inspection day greatly surpassed his most sanguine expectations. 

Such a state of discipline could only have been attained in so short a time thiongh 
the zealous exertions of the Officers and Non-commissioned Officers, and the great atten- 
tion paid by the men while under instruction, and the Commanding Officer is fully 
assured from the aptitude and intelligence exhibited by them, that if they were continued 
to be embodied under the excellent Officers who so efficiently aided him, they would very 
soon prove themselves equal to any Artillery in the world. The practice with the field 
guns was excellent^ and much exceeded the expectation of old and experienced Artillery 
Officers. The Commanding Officer has now to express his most cordial thanks for the 
great zeal and willingness evinced by all ranks during the training, and at the same time 
to record the pleasure and satisfaction he experienced on hearing the Head of the Police^ 
in Liverpool, stating in public that not one man of the Lancashire Artillery had been 
taken into custody by the police. The Commanding Officer anxiously trusts that the 
men when in civil life, may continue to conduct themselves in the same praiseworthy 
manner that they did when embodied as soldiers, and he entertains the fullest assurance 
that whenever they may be called out at any time, they will act in a manner to merit 
the approbation of their Sovereign and the praise of their fellow citizens. From the 
zeal, intelligence, and aptitude exhibited by the corps, the Commanding Officer feels that 
a nucleus now exists on which could be readily formed a large body of Artillery thoroughly 
qualified to render service of the most important character to the State.

interest of the Non-commissioned Officers and soldiers of the Eoyal Lancashire Militia 
Artillery under my command, if I had not the honor of begging leave to request your 
Lordship's attention to the Order for their disembodyment on the 27th instant, (com- 
municated in your Lordship's letter of the 16th), having only reached the Head Quarters 
of the corps on the 17th instant, that giving those most deserving men a warning of only 
ten days to look out for employment in civil life, while even an indifferent servant is 
legally entitled to a month's notice, and a good servant is frequently allowed to remain 
until he may succeed in obtaining another place. 

" I therefore ve^;iture to hope that one month's pay may be awarded as a gratuity to 
Non-commissioned Officers and men, and I would beg to take the liberty to suggest that 
it may either be paid daily by the Adjutant and Permanent Staff Sergeants, or at the 
discretion of the Commanding Officer, with reference to the locality of the domicile of the 
Militia soldier, or to the period at which he may satisfactorily show that he has obtained 
employment. 

"I consider the above to be morally desirable with a view to ensure, as far as 
possible, the soldier's retaining in civil life the habits of order and regularity they 
acquired when embodied, and which might be endangered by their being thrown on the 
world without employment or means of subsistence.

is second to none, and who in the performance of his duties not only acquired the 
respect, esteem, and admiration of his Commanding Officer, but likewise of all the 
Officers, Non-commissioned Officers, and men of the regiment. 

" The services of the excellent Quartermaster Sergeant, and of the equally valuable 
Sergeant Major, as Tvell as all the Non-commissioned Officers composing the Permanent

1799. Colonel T. Stanley writes a letter to Sir K. Dundas, on the 30th August, 

1 1799, requesting that his regiment on the completion of its year's service in Ireland, might 

231 be removed to Bath. The mention of the yearns service to be completed appearing to 

285 shew that the regiment had been stationed in Ireland only from the year preceding — ^no 

other documents amongst the Kecords produced supplying any data relating to this 

subject. The removal of the regiment to Bath was not however sanctioned — that City 

310 6 not being used as a stationary quarter for troops. 

AUTHENTIC ANECDOTES OF KING GEOKGE THE THIRD. 

1805. I. The predilection of the good old King George the Third for the 1st 
Boyal Lancashire Eegiment of Militia was well known, and it might in some measure be 
accounted for, by its having been for so long a period the sole Militia regiment of the 
County, prior to the year 1797, and thus brought more immediately under his Majesty's 
observation. But the well known long services * of its Colonel, T. Stanley, and the 
acknowledged abilities of its Lieutenant Colonel, J. Plumbe, as an able Commanding 
Officer and a first-rate Drilly would not have escaped his Majesty's notice. The Private 
soldiers also of the regiment always excited his Majesty's, admiration, by their size and 
military bearing. While riding down the ranks, his Majesty could be heard repeatedly 
exclaiming — By the L they are fine — ^by the L they are fine I 

II. The King, while the regiment was encamped at Weymouth, would frequently 
visit the encampment. Here his Majesty and the Queen, having met with the young 
children of the Lieutenant Colonel — Plumbe (since P. Tempest) — ^honoured them with 
their especial notice, and they were, with their nurse, brought into their Majesties 
presence. After the usual enquiries respecting them, the Queen and the good old 
Monarch took them on their knees and caressed them, to the infinite surprise of the 
children themselves, and the intense gratification of the good Betty , the long tried and 
faithful domestic in that distinguished old family. 

III. It was about this time customary in the summer months, to march all the 
troops at the Camp, at Weymouth — who were off duty — to bathe in the sea. On one of 
these occasions, the King meeting an Officer of the 1st Royal Lancashire — Captain 
James Rawstome — returning from an outpost duty, accosted him, and enquired how 
many soldiers had gone to bathe: "All those that are off duty, may it please your

NAIHU.KON BOXAP^VETFS RETURX FROM ELBA TO FRANCE. 

181*^. Amon>?*t tho numerous Emigrant Officers who had served against Napoleon 
\\\\\\\\^ tho Wm, md who at the Peace, in 1814, had returned to France,— was Colonel 
\U^W Pulmutoy.-a bravo old Ro}-alist, who had served in Egypt, and through the 
isiMlhiiul<i NVrtr. in the Chasseurs Britanniques,— an Emigrant Royalist Regiment in the 
lUdHit M0rvio«\ And who. with many other of his former brother Officers was residing at 
IV \mv IV^rk iu 181*. When Napoleon landed in France torn Elba, the Royalists 
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assembled in great nmnbers at Yincennes, a fortress near Paris, and Colonel Duhantoy 
addressed the Greneral Commanding there, and said: ''Give me 1,500 men and arms for 
them, for I have Officers ready for them, and 1 will undertake to drive him (* Napoleon*) 
into the sea/' And if this had at once been complied with — as the invader had only 
just landed — ^it is believed he would have been beaten at the outset, as Duhantoy was 
not only brave and experienced as an Officer, but so were those around him, and with 
whom he had previously served. 

The population of the country districts was at this time also much disaffected 
towards Bonaparte. But the General in Command — too timid for the occasion, kept 
deferring doing as he was requested, from day to day, until it was too late. The El^ves 
from L*Ec61e de Medicine, and L*Ecole de Droit arrrived in great numbers at Vincennes, 
with drums beating, and with white cockades, to aid in the King's cause, but the old 
Emigrant General was too slow in taking advantage of the favourable circumstances. 
The narrator of these events — who still (1870) survives them — ^with other brother Officers 
of the gallant Colonel Duhantoy, — shouldered his arms on the side of the King, and had 
nearly been massacred by the mob of the other party, but returning into Paris with his 
brother Officers they made the best of their way to England. When Bonaparte entered 
Paris (20th March) there were few persons of respectability who showed themselves on 
his side, only the populace shouted for him in the streets. 

» * » "On the 1 1th June, Bonaparte quitted Paris, and on entering his travelling 
"carriage he exclaimed — *I go to measure myself with Wellington.' During the 
" Peninsula War, one after another of the most distinguished Generals under Bonaparte 
"had been defeated by Lord Wellington, but these two— the greatest Captains probably of 
" any age — ^had never yet come face to face. There can be no doubt but each had a high 
" opinion of the commanding genius of the other. In one of his despatches from Spain, 
" WeUington, mentions a report which had reached him, that Bonaparte was to take the 
" command in person. * I shall estimate,' says his Lordship, * the presence of Bonaparte 
" as the addition of forty thousand soldiers to the French army.' And however confident 
"Bonaparte may have appeared in quitting Paris to take command of the army destined 
" to be defeated at Waterloo, Las Casas tells us that he said afterwards, when a prisoner 
"at St. Helena, 'I no longer felt that complete confidence in final success, which 
" accompanied me on former undertakings. Whether it was that I was getting beyond 
" the period of life, when men are usually favoured by fortune, or whether the impulse of 
" my career seemed impeded in my eyes, and to my imagination it is certain that I felt a 
" depression of spirit. Fortune which used to follow my steps, and load me with her 
" bounties, was now a severe deity, from whom I might snatch a few favours, but for which 
" she exacted severe retribution. I had no sooner gained an advantage, than it was 
" followed by a reverse.' " 

* • * "On the evening of the 18th June, when the Duke of Wellington shut 
" up his glass, and ordered the whole line of the British army to advance, the Battle of 
"Waterloo was lost and won ! Wellington was victorious, and the power of Bonaparte was 
" broken for ever. It must have been with indescribable feelings that the latter saw the 
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" army with which he had conquered Europe, melt away under the withering fire and glitter- 
'* ing bayonets of the unbroken British squares. But he looked on in silence, till he saw the 
" old Guard retire in disorder before our Cavalry, then he exclaimed, " They are mingled 
" together," and took active command himself^ assisting with his own hands to work four 
'' pieces of artillery with such effect, that it gave his Guard time to reform. Then this 
" truly splendid regiment ** impressed with its charge," says Alison, continued to retreat 
'^ leisurely at a foots* pace without breaking its ranks, amidst the frightful confusion, till 
'' the Emperor was beyond the reach of danger. Then the defeated warrior turning to his 
" Stafi, exclaimed, '' Tout k present est fini ! sauvons nous ! ?* turned and fled attended by 
" a few followers, leaving behind him dead or dying on the battle field 40,000 of his own 
'' soldiers and some 30,000 of the Allies. The pursuit now became fast^ and the slaughter 
'' furious. In this part of the day*8 horrid business, the Prussians vindictively diatinguished 
*' themselves, by taking a stem revenge upon a disorganised and panic stricken crowd.** ^ 

2 The following is a summary of the formation and services of the regiment to which 

the Colonel Duhantoy had previously belonged, and in which he had done good service to 
the Royal cause, and serving throughout the Peninsula War, had been severely wounded 
in it — all honour to the brave Hoyalist. These particulars are also derived from one of 
the Coloners brother Officers, and which — ^with the foregoing — ^may be entirely relied 
upon as strictly authentic. They are given in his own words, and will we trust prove 
interesting to the reader.

fut porte d 10 Compagnies. Le Lieut. Colonel de Forrestier ayant pris sa retraite, le

Li connection with the above subject^ the Author would again solicit the reader's 
indulgence, in a further digression &om the original object of this compilation — while he 
places before him a brief notice of a distinguished Heroine in the cause of Royalty, — a 
cause so dearly prized by the Loyal Yendeans, viz. : — that of the Countess Victoire 
Aimde Libault, Gt)uin 'Dufief, the names of whose two eona^ are found in the corps above 
described. 

''This distinguished lady was in more than one hundred battles, fought by her 
relative. General Charette, against the Revolutionists, — and extraordinary as it may 
appear, neither she nor her charger — though often at the head of the columns of the 
Royal army — ever received a wound. The Vendeans regarded her with a kind of 
idolatry — ^they thought she must have been shielded by a miracle, and some of them even 
looked upon her as a Saint. When General Charette made his glorious peace of 1796, 
with the Republican Commissioners, he introduced her to them as the Heroine of La 
Vendee. Ever devoted to the compassionate dictates of Christianity, she saved the lives 
of many, who, by the law of retaliation, would have been sacrificed but for her inter- 
position, — and who, had she fallen into their hands, would have revelled in her blood, 
and exulted in her murder. When the band of heroes who formed the Royal army was 
forced to yield before overwhelming multitudes, this distinguished lady escaped from 
the coast of France in an open boat, with her two boys and a fEuthful servant. Heaven

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prospered the &ail bark — after a storm, and greater danger ficom the enemy's cruisers 
she happily landed in the island of Jersey, where she experienced the IrinHnftaa with 
which British magnanimity never fails to cheer the sufferings of persecuted loyalty and 
worth, — and several years afterwards her two sons were presented with Commissions in 
that gallant corps, the Chasseurs Britanniques, which has been often honored by the 
praises of the immortal Wellington. One of these brothers lost the use of an arm at the 
siege of Badajos, and both of them now (1820), remain in the British service." 

When the valour of the British and their Allies had achieved the restoration of the 
August Family of the Bourbons, this lady returned to France, and having intimated her 
desire to see her legitimate Sovereign, whom she had served with so much seal — she 
was most graciously received at the Castle of the Tuilleries, on the 3rd of August^ 1814, 
and where she appeared at Court with the great ribbon of the order of Saint Louis — a 
distinction never before granted to a female.

NOTE C. 

1 1816. During the time the Lancashire regiments were stationed in Ireland about 

this period, they usually furnished detachments from their Head Quarters to different 
parts of the Country. Of the Ist Kegiment we have to observe that shortly before the 
return of the regiment to England, the Head Quarters occupied a building — as a barracks 
for Officers and men — in the Phoenix Park, detachments being stationed in the County 
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of Wicklow, at Howth, near Dnblin, and other parts. About this time the regiment was 
very weak at the Head Qnarters, in old soldiers, and a party of about 200 recruits had 
joined the regiment. At a grand review in Phoenix Park, Lord Whitworth, the Lord 
Lieutenant^ being present — ^the regiment was employed to keep the ground, being too few 
in number of drilled soldiers to join in the manoeuvres of the day. The King's colour of 
the regiment was directed to be planted near the Lord Lieutenant, at the saluting pointy 
and held by the Lieutenant posted beside it. The fluttering of the Eoyal flag, caused by 
the violence of the wind, so excited the spirited horses of some of the Vice Eegal Party, 
as to cause the necessity of furling the Colour. 

No mention of the return of the Lancashire regiments from L^land having been 
found amongst the Public Eecords, — as regards the 1st Eegiment the following particulars 
are supplied by an Officer present with the regiment on the occasion. 

The regiment embarked &om Dublin, after marching through the City to the tune of 
'* St. Patrick's Day," played by its excellent corps of drums and fifes. Two vessels were 
engaged for the purpose of conveying the regiment to Liverpool. The Colonel and his 
family, with a portion of the Officers — the writer being one of them — ^with the colours, 
drums, &c., embarked in the smaller vessel, — the remainder of the regiment under the 
Adjutant (Captain Broderick) in the larger one. 

On the arrival of the vessels in the Mersey — after a good passage — the smaller ship 
grounded in the river, at a considerable distance from the town, — while the other vessel 
passed her consort, and landed the companies on the Quay, which were immediately 
marched into the town. 

Li the meantime the Head Quarter ship having soon agai]> got afloat proceeded to the 
landing place, and the rest of the Officers — colours, drums, &c., — joined the companies 
drawn up in quarter distance column — considerable disappointment being felt at the 
unlucky accident which had prevented the march into the town of the entire regiment at 
one and the same time. 

The regiment proceeded — in due course — on its march to Lancaster, halting at the 
usual places en route — Garstang being one of them. The colours were lodged at the King's 
Arms, Lancaster, where the Officers established their mess.

THE DKUMS AND FIFES OF THE 1st REGIMENT. 

1 The excellence of the Drum and Fifes of the Ist Regiment Royal Lancashire Militia 

was proverbial from a very early period, but during the time they were under the charge

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of Drum Major Harrison — the Chef of Drum Migors ^^par exeelenCi(f* — and which extended 
over a great many years, they were especially celebrated. Before the addition of a Band 
to the regiment the Drums and Fifes performed in public, after the manner of Bands, and 
were greatly admired — ^flutes being intermixed with the fifes, and the parts well arranged 
by the Drum Major. The whole were under the especial care and superintendence of 
Captain T. Crewe — a great lover of music, and especially that of Wales, of which 
portion af the kingdom he was a native. It was thererfore no marvel that the Band — so 
styled by many — should have excelled in Welch Melody — "Ap Shenkin" being a 
particular favourite. 

The surprising performance also of the drummer John Hayes— or Jack Hayes, as he 
was more frequently called — excited the surprise and admiration of the beholder, — ^for 
while performing his part to perfection with one pair of drumsticks, he had a second pair 
flying over his head in the air, and changing them with those in use with wonderful 
dexterity. His fame as a drummer extended over the many districts in which the 
regiment was stationed, and especially in Lancaster, where he may still be remembered 
by the <' oldest inhabitant." (See list of Drummers. No. 788.) 

COLONEL THOMAS STANLEY— 1st REGIMENT R L. M. 

Colonel Stanley was residing in Pall Mall, London, at the time of the great alterations 
taking place, by the construction of new streets — ^Waterloo Place and Eegent Street, 
being the principal ones, — and the site of the ColoneFs residence being required for the 
purpose, necessitated his removal to another dwelling. This circumstance, at his advanced 
age and unfortunately infirm state of health, is said to have caused the fine old Colonel 
so great chagrin and inconvenience, as to have greatly accelerated his lamented decease. 



NOTE E. 



1 About the year 1831, Colonel Plumbe Tempest was summoned to St. James's Palace, 

to give his opinion as to the expediency of changing the uniform of the Lancashire 
Militia. He duly attended, and Lord Stanley was also present. 

Wlien his Majesty proposed the change, Lord Stanley and Colonel Tempest begged 
respectfully to urge their opinions against the intended measure — especially when it was 
intimated, that the red enamelled jx)8e was no longer to be worn by the Lancashire 

regiments. 

The King then called for the presence of the Landgravine of Hess Homberg (the 
Princess Elizabeth) — ^who favoured the opinions of Lord Stanley and Colonel Tempest, 
that the uniforms should remain unchanged.

Note. — From the difficulty in decyphering the writing in the MSS from which the above 
particulars are extracted, it is apprehended that in some degree unavoidable errors may have occurred 
therein. 
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1 The National Force denominated the Fyrd, which existed in this conntry in the 
Anglo-Saxon period, was improved and extended by Alfred (871 — 901). Hallam, with 
reference to the changes which occurred in the system of National Defence remarks 
(Mddle Ages, cap. 2, p. 2), " The Feudal Military Tenures had superseded the earlier 
system of public defence, which called upon every man, and especially every landowner, 
to protect his country. The relation of a vassal came in place of those of a subject and a 
citizen. — ^This was the revolution of the 9th century. In the 12 and 13th another 
innovation rather more gradually prevailed, and made the third period in the Military 
History of Europe, and Meroinary Troops were substituted for the Feudal Militia." — 
(Townsend's Manual of Dates.) 

2 " Militia (Lat.) The being a Soldier — ^and applied to the Trained Bands, under the 
direction of the Lieutenancy. The Stat. 13, Car. 2, Cap. 6, is declarative of the King's 
riglit to the supreme government . of the Militia, and of all Forces by sea and land, &c. 
And by the 13th and 14th Car. 2, c. 3, the King may issue commissions of Lieutenancy 
for the several counties and cities, &c., and such •Lieutenants have power to give 
commissions to Colonels, Captains, .and other inferior Officers; and to call persons 
together, and arm, and form them into companies, and command them to places to 
suppress rebellions, or to resist invasions ; and upon invasions or rebellions the persons 
charged shall provide a month's pay, (fee, which is to be paid out of the public revenue at 
such times. And by this Act, persons having an estate of £60 a year in lands, or a 
personal estate in goods, &c., to the value of £600, shall be charged by the Lieutenants 
of counties, or Deputy Lieutenants, to provide a man in the foot service and allow him 
Is. per diem ; and he which hath £100 per annum, or under £200 per annum, or who 
18 worth £1200 in personal estate, and under £2400, may be charged with either foot or 
Horse. But a person ought to have in possession £500 per annum, or a personal estate 
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to the value of £6000, to famish a horse, and none is to contribute towards a horse who 
hath not £100 a year, or a personal estate of £1200. A horseman shall be allowed 
2b. 6d. per diem^ and must carry with him powder and bullet, of ea6h a quarter of a 
pound. The arms and furniture of a horseman by this Statute, were to be sword, and 
case of pistols 14 inches in the barrel, a great saddle with burs and straps, a bit, bridle, 
&C. And the foot or Musqueteers were to have a musket three foot in barrel the bore 
whereof to bear a bullet of 12 or 14 to the pound, a cellar of Band^^eers, and a sword, and 
to carry with them powder and ball, of each half a pound. 

" If any persons liable to furnish horse, &c., shall not send out such horse, or shall 
neglect to pay the money towards the provision of man and horse, the Lord Lieutenant of 
the county, or their Deputies, may fine him not exceeding £20, to be levied by warrant 
under their hands and seals; — ^but Commissioned Ofl&cers of foot in the Militia are 
excused from finding soldiers or arms for their estates, if charged but with one horse or 
less, Ac, in respect of the expence of their employments. And the Lieutenants or 
Deputies may inflict a penalty of £6 on persons refusing to provide a foot soldier, and 
if they live out of the county, their tenants are to do it on notice,— K)n whose neglect the 
Lieutenant^ &c., may appoint constables to provide for them, and by the 8 W. 3, the 
Lieutenancy are to find persons for papists, charging them with £8 a year for a horseman, 
and dOs. a foot soldier^ to be levied by distress, &c. If a soldier neglects to appear, two 
Deputy Lieutenants may commit him for five days, or fine him, if a horseman, 20s., if a 
footman, lOs., &c, None are obliged to serve in person, but the persons provided by 
others are to be approved by the Captain, and their names and places of abode must be 
given in to two Deputy Lieutenants at the next muster where they are listed, and if they 
desert after listing they shall forfeit £20, and shall not be discharged without leave of 
two Deputy Lieutenants, or the Captain, under the like penalty, to be levied by distress ; 
and if no distress to be committed, not exceeding three months. And the Lieutenancy 
may imprison mutineers, charge carriage at 6d. per mile, &c. There shall be a general 
muster of the Militia but once a year, and then, not to continue above four days without 
special direction. For training single companies, musters may be four times a year. 
And once a year every horseman is to pay to the Muster Master Is., and every foot man 
6d., by order of their Deputy lieutenants ; and if the same be not paid, it may be levied 
on the goods of the persons charged, — 13 and 14, Car. 2, Cap. 3, and 15, Car. 2, Cap. 4. 
In the year 1660 the Lords and Commons passed an Ordinance for assessing £70,000 
per month for three months, on the several counties in England and Wales, towards the 
payment of the Army and Militia^ &c. In pursuance of which Ordinance the counties 
were assessed as follows, viz. : —

" The fourth part of every of these sums may be raised yearly for Trophy Money, 
and no more, — except in the City of London^ where the whole month's assessment may 
be annually collected. And money levied for trophy money is to be accounted for by 
collectors before Justices of the Peace, at the Quarter Sessions, within one year after 
received, and the balance to be paid to the Treasurers appointed to receive the same, or 
the Collectors shall forfeit treble the sum unaccounted for by Stat. 1 Geo. 1. 

"The 10 Ann requires persons in Dorsetshire to account for money received, for 
raising the Militia on King William* 8 landing in the West, undisposed of during the 
reigns of King William 3, Queen Anne, and King Geo, 1. Acts were annually made 
for raising the Militia, although the month's pay formerly advanced by the Country be 
not repaid, and by 1 Geo. 1., c. 14, Lords Lieutenants, &c., ot Counties, when necessary 
and signified by the King, are to draw out the Militia into actual Service, and persons 
charged must provide each soldier with pay in hand, not exceeding one month, and also 
furnish every horseman with a broadsword, a case of pistols 12 inches in the barrel, and 
a carbine with belt and buckel, a great saddle or pad with burs and straps, a bit and 
bridle with pectoral and crupper. And for every foot man, a musket five foot long in the 

P 
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barrel, the gage of the bore for bullets of twelve to the pound, — with a bayonet to fix on 
the muzzle. A cartouch box and a sword, under the same penalties, as by any former 
Acts. But this Statute shall not extend to make any person chargeable to the Militia, 
not chargeable by Law ; or to enlarge the power of the Lieutenancy beyond the authority 
given them by the Acts of the 13, 14, and 15 of Car. 2, but only in cases expressly 
provided for by this Act. And these Statutes shall not be construed to give any power 
to the transporting any of the subjects of this realm, or the compelling them to march out 
of this kingdom, otherwise than according to the Laws of England, By Statute 7 Geo. 2, 
c. 23, — when his Majesty shall think it necessary for the safety of the kingdom, and it 
shall be declared to the Lieutenants of Counties, &c., the persons empowered are to 
raise, draw out, and march such part of the Militia of any City, Town, or County, as 
they shall judge most proper and convenient, — and the pay advanced by the persons 
chargeable, is to be repaid and made good to them in six months, by assessment 
throughout the whole County, City, &c. The Militia of horse and foot are computed 
to be about the number of Two Hundred Thousand in England and Wales. — (JacoVs 
Law Dicty.J

3 " Lancaster was erected into a County Palatine — ^Anno 50 Ed. 3, and granted by 

the King ta his son John for life, that he should have Jura Regalia, and a King-like 
power, to pardon treasons, outlawries, &c , and make Justices of Peace, and Justices of 
Assize, within the said County ; and also Processes and Lidictments to be in his name ; 
but these Eoyalties are abridged by the Statute H; 8, c. 24. There is a Seal for the County 
Palatine^ and another for the Duchy — i,e, for such lands as lie out of the County 
Palatine, and yet are part of the Duchy, — ^tor such there are, and the Dukes of Lancaster 
held them, — ^but not as Counties Palatine, for they had not Jura Eegalia over those 
land£H-2 Lutw., 1236. 3 Salk. 110, 111. 

''The Statute 37 H. 8, cap. 16, annexes lands to the Duchy of Lancaster, for the 
enlargement of it. Fines levied before the Justices of Assize of Lancaster, of lands in 
the County Palatine, shall be of equal force with those acknowledged before the Justices 
in the Common Pleas — 57 H. 8, c. 19. And process against an outlawed person, in the 
County Palatine of Lancaster, is to be directed to the Chancellor of the Duchy, who 
shall thereupon issue like writs to the the Sheriff^ &c., 5 and 6 Ed. 6, 26. The Statute 
17 Car. 2, concerning Causes of Replevin, shall be force in the Court of Common Pleas 
for the County Palatine of Lancaster, 19 Car. 2., 5." — (Giles Jacob's Law Dicty.) 

3 6 It is farther stated by Brewster, — " The Duchy was forfeited to the Crown in the 

first year of Edward 4th, and at the same time an Act was passed to incorporate it with 
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the County Palatine. The landed property which the Sovereign possesses as Dnke of 
Lancaster is of great extent^ and lies in the most northern parts of the County. 

" The Court belonging to the Duchy of Lancaster, has the power of deciding aU 
Causes belonging to it, — and amongst its officers, has a Chancellor, Attorney General, 
ifec." — (Brewster,) 

It may here be interesting to note, with respect to the Civil Government of the 
County in the olden time, — that Laurence Starky was Sheriff of Lancashire, in 1523, 
15th of Henry 8th. 

3 c '^ Heads of Instructions were issued, a.d. 1660, for Lord Lieutenants, relative to the 

management of Militia,^ — the intended Act being postponed till the next Parliament, 
and which was passed in 1661. Officers to be sot over every fifty men, so as to engage 
Persons of quality and interest, and leave room for enlarging the troops, with Volunteers 
if needful." And in a previous paper of the same year (1660) it is stated^ — "The Army 
is to be disbanded as soon as their arrears are paid, and the Militia established, so as to 
be ready on occasions." 

"Further provisions were made by 13 and 14 Charles 2nd, c. 4, (1663), and the 
various Begulations in force were amended by 1st Greorge 1, c. 14, (1714). Measures 
were taken for the better ordering of the Militia by 30 Geo. 2, c. 25, (1757), which was 
explained and amended by 31 Geo. 2, c. 26, 1758. All the laws in force were con- 
solidated by 2 G^o. 3, c. 20, (1762). Protestant Dissenting Ministers and School- 
masters were exempted from service in the Militia by 19 Geo. 3, c. 44, (1779). The 
Militia Laws were again amended and consolidated by 26 Geo. 3, c. 107, (1786). The 
Supplementary Militia Act, 37 Geo. 3, c. 3, (Nov. 11th, 1796), provided for an augmen- 
tation of the Militia, — and the Laws relating to the subject were again amended by 42 
Geo. 3, c. 90, (June 26th, 1802). The Acts of the Irish Parliament respecting the 
Militia in Ireland, were amended and consolidated by 49 Geo. 3, c. 120, (June 19th, 
1809). Police Constables were exempted from serving in the Militia, by 2 and 3 
Vict., c. 93, (Aug. 27th, 1839.) The Militia Laws were again amended by 15 and 16 
Vict,, c. 50, (June 30th, 1852) ; by 16 and 17 Vict., c. 133, (Aug. 20th, 1853) ; by 17 
and 18 Vict., c. 13, (May 12th, 1854), and by 18 and 19 Vict., c. 57, 100 and 106, 
l^hbr—(Townsend.)

72 ^ " My Lord, — In humble obedience to His Majesty's commands, signified to us by 
your Lordship's letter of the 28th of February last, stating that one of the King's 
Lieutenants of a County, having lately thought fit to accept of the resignation of the 
Lieutenant Colonel, the Major, and one of the Captains of the Regiment of Militia for that 
County, by his own mere authority, without any application previously made to be 
informed of His Majesty's Pleasure thereupon, — and signifying to us the King's com- 
mand, that we should forthwith take into our consideration, and report to your Lordship 
for His Majetsy's information our opinion, how far a Lord Lieutenant is authorized under 
the Militia Laws, to accept of such resignations of his own single authority. We have 
taken the same into our consideration, and beg leave to inform your Lordship that it 
appears to us, that the appointment of Lieutenant Colonels, Majors, and Captains in the 
Militia, is vested in His Majesty's Lieutenant of the County, — subject to His Majesty's 
disapprobation within a limited time, and we humbly conceive that by the general Rule 
of Law, the resignation or surrender of Offices must be to the Person or Persons having 
the appointment to the same, and that the resignation of Lieutenant Colonels, Majors, or 
Captains in the Militia, are not to be considered exceptions out of the general Rule, — 
especially as a power of displacing Officers in the Militia is vested in His Majesty. We 
are therefore most humbly of opinion, that a Lord Lieutenant may, of his own single 
authority, under the Militia Laws, accept of such resignations, but we humbly conceive 
that it would be a breach of the Trust reposed in a Lord Lieutenant, and criminal in him 
to accept of the resignation of Officers, under circumstances which render such resigna- 
tions prejudicial, or materially inconvenient to the Public Service.

You will perceive by the date of the 
enclosed that I lost no time in transmitting the same to Mr. Myers (Clerk of the 
Lieutenancy meetings) and that he was equally active in his endeavours to assemble the 
Deputy Lieutenants to execute His Majesty's command. I, yesterday, received a second 
letter from Mr. Myers (which, unfortunately, I have mislaid) telling me that the precipes 
to the High Constables had been issued for the 15th, but as he forgot to tell me in what 
places the different battalions were appointed to receive their several portions of men 
(according to your instructions) and likewise to notify the time and place of assembly to 
the Secretary at War, I wrote again yesterday to beg he would remedy these mistakes, 
and enable me (to the utmost of my comprehension of them) to obey His Majesty's 
commands signified to me in your letter. After this statement I must confess 1 am a little 
surprised at the sort of implied blame upon the Lord Lieutenant, which seems conveyed 
in the Adjutant General's note to you. Had I sooner leceived the King's Warranty { 
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should sooner have obeyed it^ and I doubt not the men would have been assembled time 
enough to meet the Officers sent to receive them— some of which I am (though not 
Officially) informed, have been some days at Preston, whilst others (namely the 1st and 
2nd Battalions Supplementary) had received no sufficient intimation of His Majesty's 
orders to send men to receive their compliment so late as Wednesday last. I should not 
have mentioned this circumstance (as having nothing personally to do with it) had I not 
thought it was necessary to shew, that the Ac^utant Greneral's office had either received 
their — in part — orders, to receive the men before they covld possibly be assembled, or 
that my orders for that purpose have been (by some mistake) delayed longer than they 
should have been. But I trust, after this explanation of the manner in which I have 
undertaken to commence the calling out of the Supplementary, I shall not hereafter be 
accused as the cause of any delay.

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day attending a meeting of the Deputy Lieutenants at Middleton. No Deputy Lieutenant, 
Officer, or other person appeared on Tuesday last to take charge of the men, — ^tbey were 
instantly billited, but not having money to pay their quarters, nor any Officer or other 
person to supply them, a number of them have returned home, — ^and it will be a difficult 
matter to get them together a second time. About one hundred and fifty of them yet 
remain in Manchester, and some of them declare that they haye not had anything to eat 
for the last twenty-four hours. We have directed the Constables, this morning, to give 
the poor fellows fresh billets, which will entitle them to subsistence till Friday, the next 
market day. We had great difficulty to satisfy and keep them quiet. It appears to us 
that there has been a great error and omission somewhere, that proper Officers were not 
attending to receive and subsist the men. We think it necessary to inform you of this 
circumstance, that immediate measures may be taken for the satisfaction of the men.

But Sir EL Hoghton having sent to him this 
morning the letter of which the enclosd is a copy,^ he was a good deal puzzled how to 
act, and therefore I thought it better to delay any further appointment^ until you might 
have the goodness to inform him what the real intentions of Government are upon this

" As I am at present in a very awkward situation with regard to this gentleman, 
who has consented to accept of this Company at my particular request, I trust you 
will excuse the liberty I take in requesting an early decision upon the subject

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" Besolved 3rd, That it is the opinion of this meeting, that the Deputy Lieutenants 
in each sub-division shall proceed with all possible despatch by Ballot, in the manner 
prescribed by the Militia Laws, to fill up the deficiency in each class, — ^but since the 
return made by the Conmianding Officer of the 2nd Battalion as to the deficiency of four, — 

" It appears to this meeting that the 2nd Battalion had its full quota of 380 men 
attached thereto, out of the men which assembled at Lancaster, on the 15th day of May 
last, — but that four of such men afterwards absented themselves, and have never since 
joined the regiment. It is, therefore, the opinion of this meeting, that those four men 
may be properly considered as belonging to that Battalion, — ^and if they do not join before 
the end of three months from the respective times they so absent themselves, that fresh 
Ballots may take place to supply their vacancies, or such other steps taken as the Law

254 " Sir, — Your letter of the 31st October enclosing a statement of the numbers 
wanting to complete the different regiments of Lancashire Militia at the time that paper 
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waa made up, and a memorandum from the War Office upon the same subject^ only arrived 
here by this dmfs post. 

" I wish it was in my power xmmediideLy to comply with the request in your letter — 
either by accounting for the above deficiencies, or by informing you at what probable 
time Colonel Patten's Eegiment may be completed to its full establishment It is^ 
however, — and always was, — ^my opinion that thii can never happen, as the number of 
men that have enlisted into different regular regiments, are, I apprehendi all of them to 
be deducted from the above numbers, of which it was thought this regiment might 
consist. I have, however, little doubt that Colonel Patten's Eegiment is at present very 
considerably increased, and I think it may soon be augmented to 500 men, or perhaps 
more. I have no returns &om any of the regiments, but perceiving those you send me are 
dated so far back — the latest of them — as the 26th of September, I have every reason to 
believe oR the regiments are increased since that period, and Cdond Patten's to a con- 
siderable degree ; as, in consequence of the King's gracious approbation of the measures 
suggested in my letter of the 10th ultimo, I sent a number of men to Colonel Patten's 
that had assembled at Preston for the other Corps, and I likewise have reason to believe 
he has since received men from different Ballots from other parts of the County. 

" I write, however, by this post to the Colonel to desire he will send me an immediate 
return of his actual numbersy and likewise what he expects to receive very soon. And I 
likewise write to the Clerk of the General Meetings to procure for each SUMivision 
Clerk, a return of the numbers of men he thinks he can procure, and have forthcoming 
to join this r^^iment within a very short period. The moment I receive them they shall 
be forwarded to you. 

'* In the meantime, I beg leave to assure you that the delay and confusion of this 
business has given me the greatest uneasiness — though I am confident no effort of mine has 
been left untried to prevent it. In the large towns men are sworn in one day, and abscond 
the next^ and by the Act^ I apprehend, in such cases the township cannot be called upon 
regularly — ^though it has often been done with their consent — ^for a fresh Ballot tUl six 
months have elapsed, to give them time to recover the defaulters. 

^* If it occurs to you that any further step is necessary to be taken by me at present^ 
or at any other period, I shall be much obliged to you to suggest it^ as it is my eamesit 
wish to carry the provisions of the different Militia Acts into the most effective and speedy 
execution, as well in obedience to His Majesty's commands, as from a conviction of their 
necessity to the safety and defence of the Kingdom.

S6 " Sib, — The 6th Be^ment of Boyal Laucaahiie Militia being lemored from Man- 

chester to Bameley, I only received this day Colonel Patten's leply to the letter, which I 
informed you in my last, I had written to >iim. He encloses me a State of the Corps 
under hia command, which I transmit herewith, — and I have likewise the honor to Inform 
you, that the Colonel states it as his opinion, that without much difficulty hia number of 
rank and file may be increased to near 600, before Christmas. I beg leave further to 
aasuro you that in effecting this large augmentation, no effort of mine to give him 
assistance ahaU be left imtried. The Clerk of the General Meetings, informs me that he 
haa written by my orders, to each of the Sub-division Clerks, to obtain returns of the 
defaulters, and in what time their absence can be made up to the legimenlA, and I have 
myself written to several Deputy Lieutenants to attend to this business, and remedy the 
present deficit as much and as speedily as possible. Bat with all the exertion that can 
be made, I fear that it will be impossible b) increase the raiment of Colonel Patten even 
to 990 men, which number (if I mistake not) was talked o^ on a supposition that some 
enlisted in the Army or Nat^. It is difficult where fresh exemptions on these accounts 
are claimed by different Townships almost daily, — to ascertain the number of such 
exemptions, but I am teld that upwards of 400 are already allowed on this account — so 
that 600 appears to me as many as we had reason to expect would join Colonel Patten. 
And allow me to remind you ^ir, that 1 stated to you something like this, when Die 
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plan of the 6th Regiment was first talked o£ But still if 600, or even 500 can I 
embodied by Christmas, it forms so strong a battalion as to justify the appointment c 
its present establishment of Ofl&cers, and appears — at least to me — to do away in a giec 
measure, the assertion of the War Office Memorandum, that the Service cannot deriv 
the most trifling advantage from this corps.

295 " Sir, — ^I have jr® honor to transmit under a separate envelope, a Circular Letter 
intended for Colonel Stanley, but addressed to me by mistake. At the same time I have 
to acknowledge y® receipt of a Circular Letter which I received about the same time, and 
as there is an error in it, I am anxious that it should be rectified. You state that a 
fourth of my Regiment amounts to 419, — and that only 76 of that number appears to 
have enlisted. 

" The fact is the Regiment was only 600 strong, and 82 have already enlisted." 

" I should be happy to call your attention to one or two circumstances, that will 
appear satisfactory in accounting for the smallness of the numbers. 

" First. — It has been invariably the case, that y« younger Regiments have not turned 
out so many Volunteers from jr® circumstance of the want of y« habits of Soldiers, — my 
Regiment is of this description. 

^* Second. — Being many months behind any other regiment in collecting men, I was 
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compelled to take y« refuse of the County, and of consequence got smaller men than 
y« other Battalions, — thirty of whom have offered to enlist, hut have heen refused. 

"Thirdly. Out of the 600 men, 136 were from y« old Regiment^ having refused to 
go to Ireland, — and I did not expect much from them,— one only turned out who was 
too short 

" Fourthly. — ^The demand for workmen in y« town of Manchester, — ^from which 
neighbourhood four-fifths of the Regiment come — that y® answer y« Recruiting Sergeants 
in general receive from the men is — ^that they are not likely to enlist in y® Regulars — ^for 
upon being disbanded, they can make 10 guineas in a very few weeks. I can assure you 
I have prevented no one man from engaging in y« service of the Country, who has shewn 
y« least inclination. The best men in y« Regiment are gone, and no means have been 
used to prevent any person whatever from profiting by the Act. 

" I hope you will be perfectly satisfied with this statement, which is absolutely fact. 
Nothing but y« particular situation of y« County, would have induced me to have voted 
for y« measure, but having done it, I assure you, I have not only not retarded it — ^but I 
have done more than was quite consistent with my own sentiments to promote it, — not 
only having permitted it^ — but requested two young men to exert themselves in order to 
obtain Comnussions.

301 " Sir, — In consequence of the encouragement held out in joui late letter, to the 
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Commanding Officers of Militia Regiments, to state to you their sentiments respecting 
any part of the change about to take place in the establishment of these regiments, I take 
the liberty of troubling you with respect to the Second Adjutant. 

" For liberty to appoint a new one upon a vacancy, I would not undoubtedly apply, 
— ^but when it is considered that by continuing the present Second Adjutants, there will 
be no additional expense to Government, and a very great benefit done to the several 
regiments, — I flatter myself the application will not be thought an improper one. The 
present Second Adjutants are, — all of them, I believe, — ^holding, at present^ Sabaltem 
Commissions in the Eegiment — ours holds a Lieutenancy. For the two Commissions 
taken together Le receives eight shillings and eightpence. Supposing him to be reduced, 
he would receive for his Lieutenancy five shillings and eightpence, and the half-pay for 
his Adjutancy, — which was settled at three shillings, — ^making, in the whole, the same 
sum as he now receives.

''Near Blackbume, Lancashire. 

302 " Sir, — I had the honor to receive your letter of instructions, for carrying the Act 

of Parliament, relating to the men of the Militia volunteering into the Line into execu- 
tion, previous to leaving my regiment at Newcastle. The terms of the Act were 
explained to the men, and every encouragement in my power given to the men, to induce 
them to volunteer, which, with the exertions of several Officers of the regiment^ who 
wished to serve in the regular forces, will, in all probability, carry numbers into the Line, 
— but there is a circumstance which I consider it my duty to mention as connected with 
the enlisting of Militiamen, under the last Act 

" Lieutenant John Trapps and Ensign William Murphy of the 4th Royal Lancashire 
Militia raised 130 men between them for the 15th Regiment of Foot^ being 10 men over 
the 60 prescribed as entitling a Militia Officer to an Ensigncy in the Line. They were 
recommended upon the termination of the time prescribed by the late Act for enlisting 
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Militiamen, but have not been appointed, and the men they enHsted are now serving in 
the 15th Eegiment. 

" This delay in appointing these young men, I found acted as a damp upon the men, 
as they did not believe those Officers, who offered to accompany them, intended to volun- 
teer, but were only employed to get them for the Regular Regiments. I have written to 
Sir Wm. Fawcet upon the subject, but the Officers are, as yet, unappointed. 

" I freely acquiese, as far as my own interests are concerned, in the disembodying of 
my regiment, if found necessary, as part of the force from the County of Lancaster which 
must be reduced under the last Act. With regret I part from a very fine Battalion, — ^but I 
take this opportunity, to make use of the latitude your letter gives me, of recommending 
those Officers for some provision, whose services, I conceive, give them some claim. I 
I beg to mention Lieut. John Turner, surgeon to the regiment ; Lieutenant and Quarter- 
master Thomas Cotton, both very attentive men to their duty. Also, the two Adjutants 
to the regiment^ Captain Lieutenant Thomas Edgar and Ensign Richard Tatton, the 
former a very deserving Officer that has been long in the service, and the latter a very 
active Officer, and would be a valuable acquisition as an Adjutant to any regiment. 
Some consideration will, I hope, be made to the above Officers for the loss of their 
situations. 

" Clothing, I think it necessary to mention, has been provided for my regiment^ 
according to instructions from the War Office in May last^ which I trust Government will 
apply to the use of some part of the service. 

" Before I close this long letter, with which I have taken the liberty to trouble you, 
I beg leave to say that I shall be happy to be of any service to Government, as a Lancashire 
man, at any future period. With all respect^

306 " Sir, — ^In consequence of the conversation with which you favored me in the House 
of Commons, I have j^ honor to enclose a state of the question relative to the Officers of 
Militia, who from the disembodied raiments have obtained Commissions in y« regi- 
ments to be continued.

" That it does appear that a promise was made to y* Officers from y* reduced 
regiments, who were to be attached as Supernumeraries — or otherwise-— to y« regiments to 
be retained — that they should rank according to their Commissions in y** regiments so 
reduced.

" One point more seems to open the way ta some confusion. It was originally 
understood, that y« Officers attached were to rank according to the dates of their Com- 
missions, — if fresh Commissions (according to y® last arrangements) are deemed necessary, 
it will have y« eflfect of placing many of them below other Officers in y« remaining regi- 
ments, who have been a comparatively short time in y^ Service.

307 " Sir, — It is now some time since I did myself the honor to inform you what steps 

I had taken, for canying into execution the plan you approved for the disembodiment of 
such part of the Militia of the County of Lancaster, as was directed to be disembodied 
by His Majesty's Sign Manual addressed to me. 

" From your letter to me upon this subject, I certainly thought myself authorized to 
desire the Commandiug Officers of the 4th and 5th Regiments respectively, to apply to 
the Secretary at War for routes, for a third of their regiments chosen by Ballot to each of 
the regiments to remain on the Establishment, viz., the Ist, 2nd, and 3rd, — and I had 
given such orders to those regiments, as would I am persuaded have had the double 
eflfect of dismissing with the least trouble, the number to be disembodied, and of 
retaining in the service the men most fit for it, — selected from the whole in the fairest 
way that I could think of. 

" By the enclosed letter from Colonel Patten, — ^which I must beg you will return — 
you will perceive that application has been made to the War Office for the necessary 
routes, — instead of which, one of a totally different nature is announced, — by which the 
execution of the plan proposed by you will be rendered extremely difficult — if not 
impracticable — for though the method of selection suggested by Colonel Patten might 
very well apply to such men as were to go to the 1st and 2nd Regiments now in 
Lancashire, it would be very extraordinary with respect to those of the 3rd Regiment 
now quartered in Northumberland, — to which part of the world would it be usual to 
march men from Manchester, — many of whom might immediately have to come back again 
— in case they were not selected — ^in order to be disembodied. 

" In short I feel myself placed in a very delicate and unpleasant situation, — for after, 
upon being already passed, I have no power to give my orders, without subjecting myself 
to the mortification of finding myself disregarded as in the present instance, whereby 
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I must appear to the County — till the business is fully explained — to have acted 
without authority, and in such a manner to be disavowed by those fipom whom I stated 
myself to have received permission to act as I have done. 

** Consciouft that I have done nothing, but with the most zealous intention to carry 
His Majesty's commands into the most speedy and effective execution, I apply to you Sir, 
with the utmost confidence for your testimony that this has been the case, — and that in 
the orders I have issued, I have not exceeded the authority given me, by your approba- 
tion of the plan I suggested ; indeed I stated to you what steps I had taken in consequence 
of that approbation, — and your subsequent silence on the subject, confirmed me in the 
opinion that I had not mistaken your former letter. I am sure you will excuse my thus 
stating my personal feelings even^ • • to— certainly ought to have preceded the 
expression of them, — namely, the enquiry into what measure you think is now necessary 
to be taken for the execution of His Majesty's commands. 

" I know — only from Colonel Patten's letter — ^how far the War Office have given 
orders, which vary the execution of my plan. With regard to the same orders sent by 
my direction to the 4th Eegiment, I have not heard a syllable, — but I conclude they 
likewise will be ordered into the country to be o/Z disembodied. If this is the case, from 
what Corps, or in what manner are any of the three regiments which are to remain on 
the Establishment to be supplied with men, of which it or they may at present be in 
want to complete them to the reduced Establishment, — or when and from whom are 
the regiments that have now more than their ordered compliment, to receive orders 
to disembody such supernumeraries. 

'^ On these points I must beg you will give me the fullest instructions, that His 
Majesty's commands may no longer be delayed, but the reduction take place — ^in such 
manner as shall be directed — ^with all possible dispatch.

333 " My Lord, — I have taken the liberty of troubling you with this letter, to request 

your Lordship's instructions, in what manner it is considered by His Majesty's Govern- 
ment, the Colonels of raiments ought to proceed in the following case. 

"In the year 1799, upon the reduction which took place of the Supplementary 
Militia, — two out of the five Battalions at that time employed for the Milita Service for 
the County of Lancaster were disembodied. 

" It was provided by the Act of Parliament, that a certain proportion of the dis- 
embodied Officers — (Subalterns) — might be received into the remaining regiments of their 
own County as Supernumeraries, who were to succeed to vacancies as they fell, upon the 
established strength of those regiments, — and in the interim to take rank according to the 
date of the Commissions they had held in those regiments that were disembodied. One 
circumstance however appears to have been overlooked, viz. : — When a Supernumerary 
Officer has succeeded to a vacancy, is it necessary that he should have a fresh Com- 
mission ? — and from what period is he to date his rank in that existing regiment. It is 
possible that a Supernumerary Officer might have hold his Commission in the reduced 
regiment so long, as to reach nearly at the top of the List of Officers in the regiment into 
which he is received. A vacancy happens, to which he of course succeeds, — surely tJien 
he ought to take rank as the youngest of his degree, — otherwise he comes in sometimes 
injuriously over the heads of those who may have served a long time in that regiment, 
and naturally therefore looks forward to some move and step of promotion. 

" Were I to follow my own opinion, it strikes me that a Supernumerary Officer — 
while he continues a Supernumerary — should take rank according to his Commission in 
the reduced regiment, — that upon his succeeding to a vacancy, no fresh Commission is 
necessary — his appointment being a thing of course, and before settled — but that from 
the day of the vacancy, he comes in as junior to that rank in which the vacancy has 
occurred. 

" I trust your Lordship will excuse my having troubled you so much at large upon 
this subject, — ^and particularly for having intruded upon you my own opinion, — ^but I 
understand this circumstance has given rise to many varieties of opinion, and of the

334 " Mr Lord, — I am this day honored by the receipt of your Lorcfehip's letter of the 

3rd instant, and likewise His M^esty's Eoyal Sign Manual and Warrant, for re-embodying 

the disembodied Militiamen of the County of Lancaster. In answer to which I beg 

leave to assure you, that no time shall be lost, or effort of mine left untried for carrying 

His Majesty's conmiands into the most effectual and speedy execution. With this view, 

X Yfi]i — ^in concert with the Deputy Lieutenants — give immediate directions that the 

men to bo re-ombodiod, should have notice to ro-ossemble as soon as possible, at such 

place or places as shall appear most convenient to them, and least likely to interfere with 

other troops, or to prove burthonsome to the Publicans when billeted, — ^till some order is 

given for their further disposal and distribution. When the men are so assembled, I will 

endeavour to allot them by Ballot^ to the three different r^^ents belonging to this 

County, in the proportion directed in your Lordship's letter. But to fEu^ilitate and 

expedite this as much as possible— as well as to secure and take charge of the men when 

so ballotted and apportioned — ^I must entreat your Lordship will give — or cause to be 

given — ^immediate orders to the Ist^ 2nd, and 3rd Regiments of Lancashire Militia, now 

quartered at, I believe, Newcastle-on-Tyne, Plymouth, and Tynemouth Barracks, to send 

respectively, an Officer or Officers, to take the command and superintendence of them — 

(the re-embodied men) — with authority and discretion, in what manner to pay and 

sahsist them till they join their respective corps,— or are otherwise disposed of by His 

Hiyesty's command. And I have likewise further to desire your Lordship will explain 

to me in uhai manner you think it most expedient, and for the good of His Mfgest/s 

tervioe^ that the disembodied Sergeant Majors and Seigeants, at present receiving 

Allowances from Government, shall be attached to tlie different regiments. I am clearly 

of opinion, that men of this description will be of the greatest utility and service to any 

Officen that may be detached — ^in consequence of my above made most earnest request — 

Cnnn the dififerent r^;iments, in assisting to manage and take care of the Privates and attcn- 

tkm to them respectively, — and therefore I shall avail myself of the latitude of choice 

flUowed me in yoor Lordship's instructions, and order them all to assemble at the same 

time with the Privates. But as I apprehend some of this description were disembodied 

from the late 4th and 5th Regiments, which are no longer on the Establishment of this 

OAintj. What I wish for instructions about is, ' to which of the remaining raiments 
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these should be allotted,* and likewise whether the disembodied Sergeants of the three 
regiments which now remain on the Establishment should return to the respective Corps, 
to which they belonged when disembodied, or the whole be divided equally and by Ballot 
amongst the three, without any reference to the particular regiments to which they 
heretofore belonged. And I also wish to know, whether these disembodied Sergeants are, 
on "^ their re-embodyment to be considered and receive pay, as Sergeants, or only as 
Privates. 

" I flatter myself your Lordship will excuse the trouble I am now giving you, and 
likewise the earnestness with which I take the liberty to press for the orders to the three 
regiments to send off proper Officers to receive their men, with full authority to pay and 
subsist them. I do it only from the fullest conviction that orders are absolutely 
necessary, — and this conviction is groimded upon what I have recently seen myself^ of 
the delays and difficulties in getting hold of the men after they are Balloted, as well as the 
hardships which in some instances, I hear the poor fellows have undergone — who on 
being ballotted were waiting to join their respective Corps (but had no money to carry 
them thither) for want of some Officer or other person in the County authorised to 
furnish them with the means of getting to their regiments. 

*' I will be as expeditious as the nature of the case will permit^ in getting the proper 
notices issued to assemble the men, — ^but as this must necessarily take some time, it will 
allow sufficient opportunity for the Officers to arrive in this County from the different 
regiments before the men can assemble. If however I am fortunate enough to succeed 
in obtaining this order, I beg the Officers may be sent off as early as possible to Preston, 
and directed to receive their local orders respecting the Service, either from mo— or in my 
name — From Mr. Thomas Wilson, who is Clerk to the Lieutenancy, and resides upon 
the spot.

An Account of the Pay, Clothing, and Allowances, given to the Volunteer Corps 
and Corps of Yeomanry Cavalry : — 

VOLUXTEER COMPANIES. 

The Ofl&cers of the Volunteer Companies are allowed pay at the same rate as tho 
Officers of His Majesty's Regular Forces, according to their respective ranks, for tho days 
of exercise only, except that constant pay is allowed to one Officer of each Company if 
taken from the Half Pay, not exceeding the pay of a Captain. 
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The Non-commissioned Officers and Private Men are allowed two shillings per week 
each, provided they exercise two days in each week, or number of hours in different days 
equivalent thereto— six hours are reckoned equal to a day's exercise. 

One Sergeant in each Company receives constant full pay, with the same allowances 
as are made to Sergeants of Marching Eegiments. 

The Companies on the Coast are allowed Firelocks for one-third of their numbers, — 
the rest of the men are trained to the great Guns. 

The Companies in the interior Towns are supplied altogether with Firelocks, as have 
also been some of the Companies on the Coast, when there were not the means of 
exercising them at the great Guns. 

The allowance for Clothing — to consist of a coat^ waistcoat^ breeches, round hat^ and 
cockade — for a Sergeant^ £3 3s. 9d. ; Dnimmer, £2 3s. 6d. ; Corporal, XI lis. 3d. ; 
Private, £1 98. 3d. 

Accoutrements — consisting of a belt, pouch, and sling — are also allowed for each 
man who is furnished with a Firelock. These articles are supplied from the Ordnance, 
and no equivalent is now given in money at the option of the Commandants. 

CORPS OF TEOMANRY CAVALRY. 

Constant pay is allowed to one Sergeant and one Trumpeter per Troop, with the 
same allowance for themselves and their horses ; as to the Sergeants and Trumpeters of 
the Regular Cavalry twelve Carbines are allowed to each troop. Each man is allowed a 
Pistol, a Broadsword, a Sword Belt, a Cartridge Box and Strap, a Waist Belt and 
Holsters. These articles, except the Holsters, are furnished by the Ordnance, and no 
equivalent is now given in money. The actual cost of the Holsters, not exceeding 
14s. 2d. each pair, will be allowed in the Accounts of the Corps. 

Constant pay is allowed to Officers and Men while employed on actual service, by 
order of those who are empowered to call them out ; and such contingent charges as shall 
appear to have been properly and unavoidably incurred are to be re-imbursed, after 
undergoing the usual investigation at tlie War Office.

" With respect to those Officers and Men, who may be desirous of extending their

His Royal Highness the 
Prince Regent's pleasure that previous to administering the oath to the men, you should 
distinctly explain to them that in the event of their preferring to enlist into His 
Majesty's Regular Forces they may be allowed so to do, notwithstanding their original 
offer for extended service as Militia.

I take the liberty of humbly submitting to your Majesty 
that there are some considerations which appear to me deserving of serious attention before 
the uniform of the Militia is altered in the manner proposed. 

" Even upon such trifling matters jealousy is easOy excited, and I am not without 
apprehension that the distinction of gold lace for the Eegiments of the Line, and silver 
lace for those of the Militia, might be considered as a badge of inferiority by the latter, 
and might, as such, give serious and general offence. I humbly venture, also, to doubt 
the policy of requiring every Regiment of Militia to wear the same uniform. Each 
regiment is proud of its connection with the particular County to which it belongs, and of 
which it bears the name, and any measure tending to diminish the force of these local 
feelings and associations would, I fear, not give satistaction. Some of the Militia 
Regiments derive their familiar name, the appellation by which they are commonly 
designated in their own Counties from the colour of their facings. One of the Yorkshire 
Regiments is called the Buffs, The Kentish Regiment, I believe, the Carloo Regiment 
also, and others have names, — nicknames they may be called, but still, nicknames to 
which they are attached — taken from the distinctions of dress. I am confident that your 
Majesty will readily excuse me for bringing these matters under your consideration, and 
for humbly requesting that the subject may undergo more deliberation before any public 
order is issued assimilating the uniforms of the Militia of the whole of the Empire, and 
establishing the distinction of gold and silver lace^ between the uniforms of the Line and 
the Militia respectively.

WAR SERVICES OF OFFICERS OF THE ROYAL LANCASHIRE MILITIA, 
2666 Extracts from Colonel Harfs Annual Army List. 

" 1866. 

1 — " First Regiment. Captain Lane served with the 49th Regiment on the China 
expedition (Medal), and was present with the regiment at the attack and capture of 
Amoy, Chusan (2nd operation), Chinhae, and Kingpo ; and he acted as Aide-de-Camp 
to Colonel Morris, who commanded the Brigade at Segoan, where he was dangerously 
wounded, and had his left arm amputated on the field. In 1846 he had the command 
of two companines of Infantry and a troop of Cavalry at Dungarvon during the riots, 
on which occasion he received the thanks of the M£gor-General of the district^ and also 
of the Commander-in-Chief in Ireland. 

2 — " Second Reodient. Major Wardlaw served ten years in the Bengal Army, 
and has a Medal and two clasps for the battles of Moodkee, Ferozeshah, and Aliwal. 

3 — " Royal Lancashire Artillery. Sir Duncan Macdougall served at the Cape 
of Good Hope, where he commanded on the Frontier for a short time ; in Portugal, 
Spain, France, United States of America, and Canada; was at the siege of Badajoz, 
siege of the Forts of Salamanca, battle of Salamanca (severely wounded, and Medal), 
siege of Bergos, and retreat therefrom, storming of St. Sebastian (Medal), Passage of the 
Bidassoa, battles of the Nivelle (Medal), and the Nive (Medal), investment of Bayonne, 
battle of Bladensburg and capture of Washington, action near Baltimore, where General 
Ross Commanding-in-Chief^ to whom he was Aide-de-Camp, was mortally wounded ; 
operations and battle before New Orleans, where Lieutenant-Greneral Sir Edward Paken* 
ham, Commanding-in-Chief, to whom he was Aide-de-Camp, was killed ; siege of Fort 
Bowyer in Florida. Served as second in command and Quartermaster-Creneral in the 
British Auxiliary Legion of Spain. 

4 — '' Royal Lancashire Artillery. Captain Creagh served the Sutlej campaign 
of 1845-6 with the 9th Regiment, and was present at the battles Moodkee, Ferozeshah, 
and Sobraon (Medal and two Clasps), 

5 — " Seventh Reoiment. Major Chester served with the 53rd Regiments in thfl 
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Sutlej campaign in 1845*6, and was present at the afiiair of Buddiwal, and battles of 
Aliwal (wounded) and Sobraon (severely wounded by a musket-ball through the body, 
Medal and one Clasp). 

6— "Fifth Eeoimbnt. Captain Fenton served with the 53rd Eegiment in the 
Sutlej campaign in 1845-6, and was present at the affair of Buddiwal, and in the battles 
of Aliwal and Sobraon (Medal and one Clasp). 

7 — " Royal Lancashire Artillery. Major Hall served as Staff Officer with the 
Madras Artillery, in the Light Field Force in the Southern Mahratta Country in 1841, 
and was present at the taking of the Fort of Nepaunee ; served also with Lord Cough's 
expedition to China (Medal), commanding Troop of Horse Artillery. Received the 
brevet rank of Major for his services. 

8 — " First Regiment. Captain Whitle served at the Cape of Good Hope with 
the 9 let Regiment, and was present under Sir Harry Smith at the attack and defeat of 
the emigrant Boers, on the 29th August, 1848. 

9 — " Fourth Regiment. Major Phibbs served five years in India with the 48th 
Regiment including the campaign against the Rajah of Coorg in April, 1834. 

10 — " Fifth Regiment. Major Chambre served in the 23rd Dragoons with the 
Army of Occupation in France ; and in the 11th Dragoons, and on the Staff in India. . 

11 — "First Regiment. Paymaster Dickson served with the 10th Regiment in 
Spain, from early in 1813 until the end of the war ; was present at the attack of the 
pass Col de Balaguer, second siege of Tarragona, attack of the pass of Ordal, under Lord 
William Bentick, and the blockade of Bracelona. Proceeded to India in 1818, and 
served in the 41st throughout the Burmese war of 1824-26 (Medal), and was present in 
most of the actions in which the regiment was engaged. Was at the siege of CoUapore 
in 1817. Also in Scinde and Affghanistan from November, 1840 to February 1843 
(Medal), and was with the force under General Nott during its march from Candahar, 
Ghuzne^, Cabul, Jellalabad, and Khyber Pass, to Ferozepore, in 1842-43. 

12 — " Sixth Regiment. Captain Amiel served with the 73rd Regiment during the 
Kaffir war of 1850-53 (Medal), including the operations on the Waterkloof heights, and 
commanded the Light Company that led the advance at the attack on and destruction 
of Macomo's stronghold in Fuller's Hock. Was with the right wing of the regiment 
when it proceeded, in August 1848, to Port Natal to co-operate with the force under Sir 
Harry Smith that attacked and defeated the insurgent Boers. 

13 — " Sixth Regiment. Captain Hartshorn served with the 24th Regiment in 
Canada during the rebellion of 1837-38, and was present at the bombardment of Navy 
Island ; also the Punjaub campaign of 1848-49, as Adjutant of the 24th, including the 
passage of the Chenab, action of Sadoolapore, and battles of Chillianwallah (wounded), 
and Goojerat (Medal and Claps). 

14 — " Third Regiment. Lieutenant-Colonel Mathias served in the Sutlej campaign 
of 1845-46 (Medal and one Clasp) ; commanded a strong detachment of Her Majesty's 
Troops at the affiur of Buddiwall ; was in command at the battle of Aliwal, where he 



liad charge of tbe HowitzerB (named in the Despatches, and made brevet Migor) 
commanded the Grenadier Company 62iid Kegiment at the battle of Sobraon (woun
